High School's Salute To Ecology 


Mans on Returned To Los Angeles 


Charles Manson, convicted 
murderer of actress Sharon 
Tate and six others, was re­ 
turned to Los A ng e l e s this 
morning, less than 24-hours aft­ 
er his arrival at San Quentin. 
Heavily chained, Manson took 
several steps from the prison 
building to a Los Angeles Sher­ 
iff’s Department bus which re- 
t u r n e d him for trial in the 
deaths of two others, one a 
member of his “ family.” 
Manson arrived at the prison 
at 11:30 a.m. yesterday and 
was taken back to Los Angeles 
at 8:30 a.m. today. His in-and- 
out stay at San Quentin was the 


result of state law which re­ 
quires that a convicted felon be 
turned over to prison authori­ 
ties within 10 days of sentenc­ 
ing. 
During his brief stay he was 
lodged in Death Row Cell 29, 
just three cells down from one 
occupied by Sirhan Sirhan, as­ 
sassin of Robert Kennedy. 
“ No wonder he got the giris 
to do the killings,” said one of 
the four guards who accompa­ 
nied him here, “he doesn’t look 
big enough to have done them 
himself.” The guard said he 
thought Manson was “ very 
short — less than five feet.” 


Guards reported that Manson 
said very little during the seven 
hour ride to the prison. 


Manson arrived at Death 
Row shortly after prisoners had 
begun their exercise period. He 
spotted several men he knew 
from his days at the Los An­ 
geles County Jail and waved at 
them. 


Although 
one 
unidentified 
Death Row inmate had hinted 
that hippies are unliked there 
and there might be violence, 
Manson’s arrival did not create 
any unusual response from the 
93 other men on the row.

Two Young Men Seen 
Just Before Explosion 


A bomb rocked central Mill Valley today, shat- 


t e r i n g a plate glass window in the Bank of 
America branch at 60 Throckmorton Avenue and 
scattering glass, wood and concrete chips over 
the sidewalk and adjoining street. 


The device was apparently 
placed on the bank's front win­ 
dow- ledge and exploded at 8:04 
a.m. A witness having break­ 
fast in a cafe across the street 
reported he had heard a sput­ 
tering sound, followed by a 
blast, indicating a timed device 
was used. 


Mill Valley Police Chief Dan 
Terzich said he did not know 
what type of bomb had caused 
the damage, but FBI agents 
were on the scene almost im­ 
mediately to assist in the inves­ 
tigation. 


Police said the same witness 
who heard the sputtering re­ 
ported seeing two young men 
run from the scene minutes be­ 
fore the bomb blew. 
At 8:14 a.m. Mill Valley pol­ 
ice received a strange phone 
call from a man who asked if a 
bomb had gone off in the bank. 
When he was informed there 
had been a blast, the man re­ 
plied with a series of garbled 
phrases: “ Pigs . . . Weather­ 
men ... no more slop money in 
the world,” then hung up. 
The explosion, which also 
damaged the concrete ledge 
and wooden window frame, sent 
chunks and splinters of glass 
flying the length of the bank’s 
interior. But bank and city em­ 
ployees began cleanup work 
immediately and bank mana­ 
ger Guido Todaro said the bank 
would be open as usual today. 
Todaro, who could not esti­ 
mate the amount of damage, 
said there had been no threat to

MOSCOW (UPI)-The Soviet 
Union today fired a three-man 
space ship into earth orbit for 
rendezvous with an unmanned 
sputnik called Salute, apparent­ 
ly opening phase No. 2 of its 
drive to build the first orbiting 
space station. 


Moscow space sources said as 
many as three more manned 
ships could join them within the 
next few days. That would put 
more ships and more men 
together in space than has ever 
been attempted before. 


The official Tass news agency 
said the manned ship, Soyuz 10, 
blasted off from B a i k o n u r 
space center in Central Asia 
shortly before dawn and headed 
toward rendezvous with Salute 
for “joint experiments in near 


earth o r b i t . ’ ’ Salute was 
launched Monday. 
Souyz 10 was manned by the 
most experienced space crew 
ever assembled—this was the 
third trip for two of its men— 
and the sources described it as 
part of a complex project to 
link the ships into the first 
manned orbiting station. The 
United States plans no such 
venture before 1973. 
The sources said as many as 
three more manned ships could 
be involved within the next few 
days in an attempt to link up 
into a cartwheel-shaped orbiting 
laboratory. In the future, such 
stations will also serve as in­ 
space launching pads, the 
Soviets have said.

Kerry is a Yale graduate who 
served in a Navy river patrol1 
unit in Vietnam and now he

Veterans 
Against the War were on “ a 
last mission —to search out and 
destroy the last vestiges of this 
barbaric war.” 
He 
contended 
the 
United 
States had “ created a monster” 
in Vietnam —refusing to leave 
a war which nearly everyone 
now considers a tragic mistake. 
And if it is a mistake, he said, 
why are more men being told 
to die or be maimed there 
while the withdrawal continues? 
“ Mow do you ask a man to be 
the last to die in Vietnam?” he 
asked the senators. “ How do 
you ask a man to be the last to 
die for a mistake?” 
He told of a friend who died 
recently in a veterans hospital 


in New York while his ward- 
mates 
desperately 
tried 
to 
obtain help. “ They rang the 
bell. There was no one there.” 
And those who return physi­ 
cally in one piece often come 
back, he said, with psychologi­ 
cal troubles and expensive drug 
habits. “ A $12 habit in Vietnam 
costs $90 to support in the 
United States. It’s very wide­ 
spread.” 
Members of the committee

afterwards said it was among 
the most eloquent pleas for 
disengagement from Vietnam 
they had heard. 
Chairman J. William Ful- 
bright, D-Ark., gently urged 
Kerry not to lose faith in the 
political system and to recog­ 
nize that Vietnam was not 
designed by “ evil men” but 
was a serious “ mistake in 
judgment” that now must be 
corrected.

SACRAMENTO (U PI) -Gov. 
Ronald Reagan emerged the 
easy victor today from the first 
1971 showdown with Democrats 
over his veto of a conservation­ 
ist-supported bill. 
The legislation would have 
prohibited construction of a 
southern crossing over 
San 
Francisco Bay without legisla­ 
tive approval. The governor 
said Bay Area voters should 
decide whether it should be 
built. 
Democrats mounted a veto 
override attempt in the Assem­ 
bly Thursday, but even with a 
sprinkling of Republican help, 
fell far short of the minimum 
54 votes needed to reverse the 
governor. 
The vote was 44-28. 
No 
Democrats 
voted 
to 
uphold the veto while four 
Republicans—three of them 
from 
the 
Bay 
Area—joined 
Democrats 
in 
the 
override 
attempt. Democrats outnumber 
Republicans 
43-37. 
The 
bill 
passed 
the 
Assembly 
54-7 
originally. 
Not since 1946 when Earl 
Warren was governor have both 
houses of the legislature voted 
to override a veto. The Senate 
did so last session but the 
Assembly refused to concur. 
Reagan said the proposed 
$300 to $600 million span was so 
controversial that Bay Area 
voters should decide 
at 
a 
special election if it should be 
constructed. 
He ordered further develop­ 
ment of plans for the bridge 
frozen for six months, saying 
this would give the legislature 
time 
to approve 
a 
special 
election. 
Assemblyman 
Robert 
W. 
Crown, D-Alarneda, author of 
the vetoed measure, said he 
now will reactivate a pending 
backup bill to hold a plebiscite 
of 
Bay 
Area 
voters 
in 
conjunction with the June 1972 
primary election. 
Even though they originally 
voted for the bill, legislators 
traditionally are reluctant to go 
against the governor of their 
party in an override showdown. 
They fear it would embarrass 
him and bring recriminations 
on themselves. 


HIRING ISSUE 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) -The 
Reagan administration and the 
assemblyman who represents 
Watts disagreed today

Democratic 
Assemblyman 
Bill Greene, a Negro, charged 


the state “ is not even making a 
token effort” to hire minority 
persons. He made the accusa­ 
tion Thursday after paying a 
surprise visit to several state 
office buildings to check out the 
extent of minority employment. 
But a spokesman for Gov. 
Ronald Reagan questioned “ the 
purpose” of Greene’s tour.

Ronald Reagan emerged the 
easy victor today from the first 
1971 showdown with Democrats 
over his. veto of a conservation- 
ist-supported bill. 
The legislation would have 
prohibited construction of a 
southern crossing over San 
Francisco Bay without legisla­ 
tive approval. The governor 
said Bay Area voters should 
decide whether it should be 
built. 
Democrats mounted a veto 
override attempt in the Assem­ 
bly Thursday, but even with a 
sprinkling of Republican help, 
fell far short of the minimum 
54 votes needed to reverse the 
governor. 
The vote was 44-28. 
No 
Democrats 
voted 
to 
uphold the veto while four 
Republicans—three of them 
from the Bay Area—joined 
Democrats in the override 
attempt. Democrats outnumber 
Republicans 43-37. The bill 
passed the Assembly 54-7 
originally. 
Not since 1946 when Earl 
Warren was governor have both 
houses of the legislature voted 
to override a veto. The Senate 
did so last session but the 
Assembly refused to concur . 
Reagan said the proposed 
$300 to $600 million span was so 
controversial that Bay Area 
voters should decide at a 
special election if it should be 
constructed. 
He ordered further develop­ 
ment of plans for the bridge 
frozen for six months, saying 
this would give the legislature 
time to approve a special 
election.

No Chance For Zyski 
With San Rafael Voters 


When B e l l a H. Aaron an­ 
nounced her candidacy for the 
San Rafael Board of Education 
in 1961, a seasoned election ob­ 
server at the city hall predict­ 
ed: “ She’s a winner. With a 
double-A on the front of her 
name, she can’t lose.” 


This cynical observer was 
basing his prediction on the re­ 
cord in preceding elections, and 
on the way names are placed 
on the ballot. The incumbents’ 
names are listed first, alpha­ 
betically, followed by the chal- 
1 e n g e r s ’ 
names,

alphabetically. No incumbent 
was running the year Mrs. Aar­ 
on entered the race; therefore, 
her name headed the list. 


The prediction proved true.

Powerful PUC Finds Itself 
In Midst Of Hot Controversy

The five most powerful men in Califor­ 
nia may be the public utilities commis­ 
sioners. Their orders involve billions of 
dollars. The only appeal to their deci­ 
sions is the state Supreme Court. 
The PUC sets rates for electricity, gas, 
water and telephone users. Railroad, bus, 
airline and steamship fares, truck freight 
rates are under their control. Right now 
the PUC is considering rate increase 
requests from privately owned utilities 
totaling more than $400 million a year if 
granted in full. 
The PUC also has the responsibility of 
assuring Californians good, safe service 
from utilities. To maintain this service 
utility shareholders are to receive a rea­ 
sonable return on their investment. Publ­ 
icly owned gas, electric, water, sewer 
and other municipal utilities are not con­ 
trolled by the PUC. 
All five of California’s public utilities 
commissioners are appointees of Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. They serve six-year 
terms. The last Democrat, A V. Gatov of 
Kentfield, left the commission in Fe­ 
bruary and was succeeded by Madera 
stockbroker D. W. Holmes. 
In July, Oakland attorney J. P. Vuka- 
sin, appointed by the governor in 1969, 
was elected chairman of the commission 
by the four other members. 
These are the elements, then, in the 
current controversy —a new chairman, a 
Republican commission composed of two 
attorneys, two businessmen and a retired 
rancher. 
Add to this mix two sudden and unex­ 
pected changes in how the PUC func­ 
tions, proposed by chairman Vulasin 
without prior public explanation. It all 
triggered a heavy barrage of criticism 


centering around charges that the com­ 
mission had turned against the consu­ 
mer. 
The controversial proposals were: 
—Rotating the entire 750-person PUC 
staff to different jobs within six months. 
—Limiting the right of the public to 
cross-examine witnesses and allowing 
only attorneys to represent parties before 
the commission. 


The rotation plan was needed, accord­ 
ing to chairman Vukasin, to develop a 
needed broader base of technical know­ 
ledge within the PUC staff. In fact, rota­ 
tion had been practiced on smaller scale 
for many years in the PUC- But rotating 
all 750 employees in six months drew 
strong protest from the staff and the 
public. 
Restricting representation to attorneys 
and limiting public cross-examination 
would eliminate tedious duplication in 
testimony and speed up hearings, Vuka­ 
sin argued. 
PUC foes called it an attempt to muffle 
consumer groups, stifle public testimony 
and give the utilities an edge in hearing 
procedures. 
Embarrassingly for Vukasin it turned 
out this plan had originated with attor­ 
neys who represent large utilities. 
Following state Senate and Assembly 
committee hearings on Vukasin’s propos­ 
als, the rotation plan was largely aban­ 
doned. The other proposal is still hanging 
fire.

Pacific 
Telephone is asking $195 million; South­ 
ern California Edison, $128 million.

Night's Mood In Capital 
As War Is Winding Down

WASHINGTON — When some his­ 
torian of the future — say 1984 — 
sets out to capture the mood of this 
capital in the spring the war was 
winding down, he can focus on no 
more fitting slice of time than the 
night the veterans camped on the 
M all.

that Childress got 5,021 votes 
just because his name headed 
the list. Such a total constitutes 
impressive endorsement of his 
performance on the board. Nor 
are we suggesting that Mrs. 
Bolinger and Kelly owe their 
election to the fortunes of the 
alphabet. 
But it is hard to keep from 
wondering whether, if Charles 
B. Peek were Charles B. Beek, 
he would have received the 41 
additional votes necessary for 
election; and whether if Ri­ 
chard E. West were Richard E. 
B e s t , he might have come 
mighty close to the winners’ 
circle. 
Electing “by alphabet” has 
worked out pretty well. It did 
again this time. Both Mrs. Bol­ 
inger and Kelly have evidenced 
perceptive

But perhaps we should consi­ 
der rotating names on the bal­ 
lot, or basing the listing order 
on chance by d r a w i n g the 
names from a hat, or listing in 
order of time of filing to give 
whatever advantage accompa­ 
nies the top of the list to those 
who enter the contest earliest. 
Young and Zylski should not be 
under any automatic alphabeti­ 
cal handicap when running an- 
ainst Adams and Baker. 


Powerful PUC Finds Itself 
In Midst Of Hot Controversy

The five most powerful men in Califor­ 
nia may be the public utilities commis­ 
sioners. Their orders involve billions of 
dollars. The only appeal to their deci­ 
sions is the state Supreme Court. 
The PUC sets rates for electricity, gas, 
water and telephone users. Railroad, bus, 
airline and steamship fares, truck freight 
rates are under their control. Right now 
the PUC is considering rate increase 
requests from privately owned utilities 
totaling more than $400 million a year If 
granted in full. 
The PUC also has the responsibility of 
assuring Californians good, safe service 
from, utilities. To maintain this service 
utility shareholders are to receive a rea­ 
sonable return on their investment. Publ­ 
icly owned gas, electric, water, sewer 
and other municipal utilities are not con­ 
trolled by the PUC. 
All five of California’s public utilities 
commissioners are appointees of Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. They serve six-year 
terms. The last .Democrat, A. V. Gatov of 
Kentfield, left the commission in Fe­ 
bruary and was succeeded by Madera 
stockbroker D. W. Holmes. 
In July, Oakland attorney J. P. Vuka- 
sin, appointed by the governor in 1969, 
was elected chairman of the commission 
by the four other members. 
These are the elements, then, in the 
current controversy —a new chairman, a 
Republican commission composed of two 
attorneys, two businessmen and a retired 
rancher. 
Add to' 'this mix two sudden and unex­ 
pected changes in how the PUC func­ 
tions, proposed by chairman Vukasin 
without prior public explanation. It all 
triggered a heavy barrage of criticism 


centering around charges that the com­ 
mission had turned against the consu­ 
mer. 
The controversial proposals were: 
•—Rotating the entire 750-person PUC 
staff to different jobs within six months. 
—Limiting the right of the public to 
cross-examine witnesses and allowing 
only attorneys to represent parties before 
the commission. 


The rotation plan was needed, accord­ 
ing to chairman Vukasin, to develop a 
needed broader base of technical know­ 
ledge within the PUC staff. In fact, rota­ 
tion had 'been practiced on smaller scale 
for many years in the PUC - But rotating 
all 750 employees in six months drew 
strong protest from the staff and the 
public. 
Restricting representation to attorneys 
and limiting public cross-examination 
would eliminate tedious duplication in 
testimony and speed up hearings, Vuka­ 
sin argued. 
PUC foes called it an attempt to muffle 
consumer groups, stifle public testimony 
and give the utilities an edge in hearing 
procedures, 
Embarrassingly for Vukasin it turned 
out this plan had originated with attor­ 
neys who represent large utilities 
Following state Senate and Assembly 
committee' hearings on Vukasin’s propos­ 
als, the rotation plan was largely aban 
doned. The other proposal is still hanging 
fire. 
Ironically 
the 
controversy 
erupted 
when the commission has before it some 
of the biggest rate increases ever. Pacific 
Telephone is asking $195 million; South­ 
ern California Edison, $128 million.

Two Who Should Know Advocate 


One Six-Year Presidential Term 


WASHINGTON — There is movement 
In Washington to fix a single six-year 
term for the President so he does not 
have to devote so much time and energy 
to trying to get re-elected. 
The sponsors hold that the 'responsibili­ 
ties of the President have become so 
exacting and his decisions so difficult 
that nothing — least of all election poli­ 
tics — should be allowed to draw away 
from, his 'performance. 
Two of the leading advocates of the 
single six-year term are men who have 
viewed the presidency close-up from dif­ 
ferent vantage 'points. 
One is Senate Majority Leader Mike 
Mansfield, D-Mont., who has introduced 
a constitutional amendment to provide 
for a six-year term and plans to bring it 
up for action this year. He views the 
problems of the presidency from a long 
political perspective. 
The o.her is Jack Valenti, who was one 
of L.BJ.’s most intimate and. trusted 
aides for three years in the White House 
and who is now president of the Motion 
Picture Association. He views the prob­ 
lems of the presidency from, an intímate, 
personal pe rspective. 
THERE IS LITTLE which these two, 
together, do not know about the operation 
of the presidency and its crushing burden 
on the man who occupies it. 
Each believes that a change in the 
term of office is needed. 
“ As one who has worked in the very 
inner eye of the oval o f f i c e and the 
mansion,” says Mr. Valenti, '“I am, con- 
. vinced that if the presidency is not mere­ 
ly to survive, but to cope and heal, to 
lead and to challenge — and to succeed 
— it. must, undergo serious restructure.” 
Why a single six-year term? Here is 
Mr. Valenti’s reasoning: 
“The case is that within the last few 
years the face of the presidency has

changed and with that change the kind o£ 
presidency that we once knew has foreff 
er been altered.

“The President’s most precious assets 
become his time and his concentration. 
The long-range interests of the natio|i 
resent the intrusion of politics and the 
process of re-election. The difference be­ 
tween success and failure, or between 
disaster and survival, is so fragilly bent, 
so thinly constructed, even an error of 
one millimeter becomes crucial. 
.i 
“Thus, it becomes rational and reason­ 
able to strip the presidency of all fat, to 
take from it that which is not essential to 
make more purposeful that which is. The 
re-election process becomes blubber, the 
national bloat weighing down on the effi­ 
ciency of the presidency.” 
’ 
WOULD A SIX-YEAR term, decrease 
the length of presidential service? No. It 
might well increase the tenure. From 
George Washington to Lyndon Johnson, 
the average length of time a President 
held office was five years. 
J 
From the end of World War I only two 
Presidents were re-elected — Roosevelt 
and Eisenhower; six of the eight post- 
World War I Presidents were elected to 
only one term and some served less. 
Some argue that the prospect of re- 
election alone keeps the President from 
being a lame-duck in his first term . 
Valenti’s answer is: 
“Lameness is not necessarily inherent 
in a last term. It is applicable to the 
strength of the president, and if our 
President is weak, 10 more terms won’t 
sustain him, and if he is strong, one six» 
year term, leaned, boned and sturdy, 
all he needs to leave his impress on the 
future.” 
It is well that Senator Mansfield is 
bringing forward his amendment. Thg 
six-year term deserves to be thoroughly 
debated.

WASHINGTON — When some his­ 
torian of the future — say 1984 — 
sets out to capture the mood of this 
capital in the spring the w ar w as 
winding down, he can focus on no 
m ore fitting slice of tim e than the 
night th e veterans cam ped on the 
Mall. 
You rem em b er: It happened a t the 
foot of Capitol Hill, while in Saigon 
Vice P resident Ky was denouncing 
President Thieu for corruption; in 
W illiam sburg, Va. Vice P resident 
Agnew w as denouncing P resident 
Nixon’s exploratory moves tow ard 
China, an d at the other end of th e 
Mall, M r. Nixon him self w as ad ­ 
dressing th e 80th constitutional con­ 
vention off the D aughters off th e 
A m erican Revolution. 


THE PRESIDENT began the day by 
helicoptering off the'south lawn of the 
White House above the Vietnam Veterans 
Against the War, who were falling back 
in good o r d e r from the gates of 
Arlington National. Cemetery. 
While he flew to Williamsburg to speak 
to the Republican governors, they made 
a flanking march back across the river, 
past the White House to the Capitol. By 
nightfall,, he had .relumed and put in an. 
afternoon of office routine while they 
were conducting small-scale propaganda 
patrols through the House and Senate 
office buildings. 
It was time to bivouac, and in approxi­ 
mately battalion strength the veterans 
gathered on the Mall east of Third Street, 
dispensing with normal security mea­ 
sures since they had the permission of 
the U.S. Court of Appeals — as long as 
they didn’t dig holes, pitch tents or build 
fires. 


Most of them wore the green, jackets of 
their old jungle fatigues. Many had 
pinned on their battle ribbons, and a 
scattered few wore complete medals — 
Purple Hearts, Bronze Stars. There was 
a quiet professionalism about the way 
they handled their packs and bedrolls. 
They broke up into state groups, the 
larger clusters of platoon size, some from 
the far plains states making ip their own. 
little fire teams. 


Except that there were so few blacks 
among them, they had the look in the 
darkness of a unit just back in a. base 
camp after a long, mean operation. The 
hair was much longer than regulations 
allowed, of course, and there were beards

and mustaches. But that is not unusuáí

In their dusters they passed smokes 
around, and one group started thumping 
bongo drums. Beneath the elms, the pla­ 
toons held critiques of the day past and 
the week ahead. Their leaders over and' 
over repeated one thing; “Now look, too 
many people have worked too long to get 
us here for us to blow it now. Just keep 
cooling it.” 


FOURTEEN BLOCKS west, the Presi­ 
dent entered Constitutional Hall with his 
Secret Service escort. The ladies rose tól 
applaud him in their pastel gowns, cor­ 
sages, DAR sashes, and many of them 
with medals, too. The flags and seals of 
the 50 states brightened the great halL 
There were even fewer blacks there — 
Washington’s .Mayor Walter Washington 
and Mr. Nixon’s military aide. 
The ladies applauded the President7 
again and again, especially when he said 
the war in Vietnam, was “part, of our 
national tradition of standing shoulder-to- 
shoulder with free nations menaced by 
outside aggression. And I say tonight that 
we can be proud of the more than two 
million brave and. honorable Americaft 
men who have fought in Vietnam — anti 
who by their humane conduct and per­ 
sonal integrity have done credit to this 
nation’s highest, principies.” 
Maybe he didn’t know that when that 
hairy, unrepresentative contingent off 
those twTo million passed Constitutional 
Hall earlier in the day, it had embar­ 
rassed the ladies by dialling:,. “One, two,'" 
three, four, we don’t want your (blank 
blank) war.” At least he didn’t mention 
it. 


HE'TALKED ABOUT his own “New 
American Revolution,” and the ladies 
broke in 18 times in 20 minutes to show 
their approval. They especially liked his 
anecdote about the lady from, Virginia 
who brought him a knitted 3-by-5 foot 
American flag which she had made her* 
self . She acknowledged that it had been a 
lot of work, that as a matter of fact, it 
took 78,000 separate stitches. 
“ I am deeply thankful that such a 
spirit of love for this country is still alivé1 
in America today,” the President said*

yours, and it is in millions of hearts- 
across this land.”

Need Place To Eat

In an isolated community like 
Terra Linda, those who are un­ 
able to leave are often prey to 
merchants in the area. This ex­ 
ploitation of consumers, only 
slightly alleviated by the Marin 
Transit Service, is perhaps best 
personified by the restaurants 
in this area. For instance, 
Lyon’s sells hamburgers for 95 
cents and $1.25 (with salad). 
For students, this price sev­ 
erely restricts the number of 
times they can eat there. (And 
many times their hamburger is 
about the same quality as a 
place like McDonald’s.) There­ 
fore, snacks are purchased at 
grocery stores, and eating be­ 
comes a game where one can 
(1) eat while moving, (2) stay 
around the shopping center and 
have a p i c n i c on the grass. 
(This “picnic” turns into a 
q u i c k chomp and cat and 
mouse game, with the security 


guard as cat.) (2) walk to one of 
the comer parks on Freitas 
P a r k w a y and get exhaust 
blown in your face, (4) sit right 
down on a curb an'’ watch feet 
going by. 
A cheap place like Jack in- 
the Box or McDonald’s could 
make a fortune in Terra Linda. 
Regardless of their quality or 
dubious health conditions, these 
“ restaurants” 
have 
enjoyed 
booming business from a pa­ 
tronage of mostly high school 
students. 
(Younger digestive 
systems can handle it.) 
Granted, Jack-in-the-Box or 
McDonald's are not the best- 
looking or most perfect solution 
but at least it will match the 
rest of the community .

Cutback In 


Lunches 
Is Averted 


SACRAMENTO 
(U PI) . — 
Wilson C. Riles, state superin­ 
tendent of public in struction , 
today announced that a threa­ 
tened cutback in the school 
lunch program that would have 
affected 250,000 needy children 
has been averted. 


He credited the development 
to “ a show er of teleg ram s, 
letters and phone calls” from 
the state Departm ent of Educa­ 
tion to federal officials includ­ 
ing President Nix on and close 
cooperation 
with 
the 
U.S. 
Departm ent of Agriculture. 


The cut was scheduled for 
May 1, Riles said, but the lunch 
program will now continue at 
full funding for the rest of the 
school y ear. 


He ex plained the departm ent 
had already prepared bulletins 
warning school districts of the 
impending cuts but at the last 
m inute $5 m illion in unused 
federal school lunch funds was 
found in other states. 


The money will be used until 
the ex pected new a p p rop ria ­ 
tions 
for 
the 
fiscal 
y ear 
beginning July 1. 


Riles said the funding gap 
arose “ when California

and 
congressional m andates to ex ­ 
pand the federal school lunch 
program to every needy child.”

SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) . 
Wilson C. Riles, state superin­ 
tendent of public instruction, 
today announced that a threa­ 
tened cutback in the school 
lunch program that would have 
affected 250,000 needy children 
has been averted. 


He credited the development 
to “a shower of telegrams, 
letters and phone calls” from 
the state Department of Educa­ 
tion to federal officials includ­ 
ing President Nixon and close 
cooperation with the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. 


The cut was scheduled for 
May 1, Riles said, but the lunch 
program will now continue at 
full funding for the rest of the 
school year. 


He explained the department 
had already prepared bulletins 
warning school districts of the 
impending cuts but at the last 
minute $5 million in unused 
federal school lunch funds was 
found in other states. 


The money will be used until 
the expected new appropria­ 
tions for 
the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. 


Riles said the funding gap 
arose “when California took 
seriously 
White 
House 
and 
congressional mandates to ex­ 
pand the federal school lunch 
program to every needy child.”

from 
180,000 students a day to 500,000 
in a year’s time, “but the 
mandates 
were 
greater 
in 
enthusiasm than money, the. 
need outstripped funds, and the 
moment of truth for California 
was to be May 1.”

I-J Sp ecial Rep o rt 
CONCORD — The traditional 
way of disinfecting sewage can 
pose serious threats to marine 
life, a research b i o l o g i s t 
warned yesterday: 
C h l o r i n e , a highly toxic 
chemical, has been used for 
some 35 years to kill sewage 
bacteria. But rapid growth in 
sewage loads has encouraged 
massive use of the chemical — 
causing most marine life to die 
off near sewage outfall pipes.

immunity from prosecution on 
anything she testified to. 
Miss Volpin is the second 
woman from Venice to be jailed

Weatherman 
investigation. 
Mrs. I^e Weinberg, 38, was 
sentenced to a similar 18-month 
jail term April 7 by Judge 
Walsh. 
The two women along with

Venice spent four months in jail 
late last year and earlier this 
year on 
the same charges. 
However, they were released 
last month when the Grand 
Jury which began the Weather­ 
man investigation last Novem­ 
ber was disbanded.

Evidence, however, was pre­ 
sented yesterday to the San 
Francisco Bay Regional Water 
Quality Control Board by Dr. 
Isabella A. Abbott, biology pro­ 
fessor and research biologist at 
Stanford University’s Hopkins 
Marine S t a t i o n in Pacific 
Grove, Monterey County. 
Displaying 
data 
gathered 
over the past three years, she 
concluded that chlorine causes 
m a r i n e life “ to turn up its 
toes.” 
She d e c l i n e d to accept 
suggestions that her findings 
meant that chlorination should 
be replaced with some other 
system. 
Chlorination 
may 
work, she said, if regulated in 
small enough doses. 
She illustrated her data with 
photographs of the rocks adja­ 
cent to the sewage outfall in 
Pacific Grove. They were bar­ 
ren of all l i f e . But 100 feet 
away, the rocks were covered 
with heavy algae growths and 
teeming with marine organ­ 
isms. 
Further 
research 
will 
be 
needed, Dr. Abbott said, to de­ 
termine if the effects of the 
chlorine go beyond the imme­ 
diate outfall area. The chemical 
may be affecting the food chain 
of other marine animals, she 
said. 
She reported that the sewage 
treatment 
plant 
at 
Pacific 
Grove had refused to disclose 
how much chlorine it used. 
Beaches in the county were 
c l o s e d last year by public 
health officials, she noted, so 
the plant used massive doses of 
chlorine in a successful effort to 
reopen the beaches by killing 
the bacteria. 
“ They just poured it in by the 
ton,” Dr. Abbott said. 
Emanuel Pearl. Santa Clara 
County public health officer, 
told newsmen that chlorine “ is 
the only kind of disinfectant we 
have. The alternative is to sac­ 
rifice all of your water contact 
use on the coastline,” he said. 
Donald 
Lollock, 
a 
marine 
biologist for the state Fish and 
Game 
Department, 
objected 
that “ it’s way too early to talk 


about sacrificing the coastline.” 
He conceded that “ some limit­ 
ed trade-off” may be the best 
solution available, with some 
harm to marine life permitted 
in order to p r o t e c t public 
health. 
Dr. Abbott described similar 
problems in Carmel, and said 
that county officials had turned 
¿heir backs on dangerous pollu­ 
tion at Monastery Beach, a po­ 
pular beach for skindivers and 
SCUBA d i v e r s just south of 
Carmel.

Airport transit line wouldn't be 
guaranteed in the legislation, 
SB 162, introduced in the Senate 
by Sen. John A. Nejedley, R- 
Walnut Creek. 


'Mills For President' 
Wins More Backers 


WASHINGTON (U PI)-lieps. 
Robert N. C. Nix, D-Pa., and 
Walter S. Baring, D-Nev., have 
thrown their support behind 
Ways and Means Committee 
Chairman Wilbur D. Mills for 
the 1972 Democratic presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
Two other House members 
previously endorsed the Arkan­ 
san, who has said he is not a 
candidate but has done little to 
discourage others from promot­ 
ing him. 


The plan was ordered by the 
1969 Legislature, which also

financed. His legislation thus 
would extend for one year the 
restrictions of the 1969 law, 
which said that the district 
would be free to do w h a t i t 
wanted 120 days after the plan 
was filed this year — unless the 
Legislature acted. 


The 1969 law' prohibited a se­ 
cond deck and limited net re­ 
venues as follow's: 50 per cent 
for buses, 30 per cent for fer­ 
ries, and 20 per cent for long- 
range transit. 
M i l l s ’ office said that his 


amendments would not inter­ 
fere with the district’s interim 
bus and ferry system. Buses 
are to begin operation by Dec. 
1, and ferries in 1973. 
The senator’s bill would re­ 
quire resubmission of a detailed 
plan by the 90th calendar day 
of the 1972 legislative session. 
Bridge officials, rushing to 
meet this month’s deadline to 
file the plan ordered in 1969, 
complained that they had had 
too little time to work out de­ 
tails of a long-range system. 
Working out details with San 
Francisco officials would take a 
lot more time, they said. 
The 1969 law was authored by 
Assemblyman John F. Foran, 
D-San Francisco, now chair­ 
man of a special subcommittee 
reviewing the plan. He told the 
Independent-Journal yesterday 
that he also expected to seek 
some sort of controls on the 
district until its longe-range 
plans have been detailed. 
But Foran said the Legisla­ 
ture did not appear to oppose 
the district’s immediate start 
on the interim bus and ferry 
system.

Tiller In Hand, 
They Take To Bay

y achtswomen each sp ecialize in 
a different asp ect of sailing on 
San Francisco Bay . These sai­ 
lors are the Yacht Racing Asso­ 
ciation skip p er of a male crew, 
the first m ate for her 19 70 sea­ 
son-champ ion 
hu sband, 
the 
teacher of sailing for women 
who has sailed on waters ar­ 
ou nd the world and the v eteran 
y achtswoman 
who 
rows 
for 
p hy sical fitness. 
Skip p er Jean Jacobs of Tibu ­ 
ró n races in hotly -comp etitiv e 
Yacht Racing Association re­ 
gattas. Her hu sband, Bru ce, 
and another man crew for her. 
“ Bru ce 
encou raged 
me to 
race and generou sly offered to 
be my crew. He p refers cru is­ 
ing, becau se he comp etes all 
week in bu siness. It’s I who 
need that comp etition for re­ 
creation,” say s Jean. 
A comp etent skip p er mu st 
know the ru les, hav e confidence 
in her ability and be in com­ 
p lete control of the boat and 
crew, according to Jean. 
“ You r crew m u st know that 
y ou feel resp onsibility for them. 
If y ou send a man to the fore­ 
deck when it’s really blowing to 
reef a mainsail, he has to hav e 
confidence that y ou won’t knock 
him off by tacking or su ddenly 
altering cou rse,” she say s. 
A skip p er shou ld insist that 
her crew wear flotation coats, 
life v ests or jackets when it 
“p ip es u p .” In ex tremely heav y 
-w eather they shou ld be hooked 
to a safety line, Jean say s. 
Hav ing ju st sold “her baby ,” 
a 22-foot Santana which she 
raced last season, Jean doesn’t 
p lan to race their new 3 8-foot 
Jav elin this season becau se of 
rev isions they are making. 
JEAN HAS tremendou s res­ 
p ect for the bay . If y ou go ou t 
w i t h o u t that, 
she warns, 
“y ou ’re crazy !” She learned to 
swim when she began to sail 
with the “Sea Gals” nine y ears 
ago, a grou p of women who 
crewed 
on 
many 
different 
y achts to learn techniq u e from 
their owners. Jean flu nked their 


su rv iv al test by not being able 
to stay afloat, fu lly clothed, for 
10 minu tes. 
She relates that before she 
took swimming lessons, in her 
early sailing day s, she and a 
friend were sailing a 14 -foot 
sailboat when they were cau ght 
in a su dden gu st which cau sed 
their boat to “ tu rn tu rtle.” The 
women clu ng to their craft for 
10 minu tes in the icy w ater 
“ with my feet p u lled u p , think­ 
ing of sharks,” say s Jean, be­ 
fore the Coast Gu ard helicop ter 
hov ered ov erhead and a p ower 
boat which arriv ed at the sam e 
moment hau led them aboard. 
“ When my friend was taken 
aboard she was so ex hau sted 
she cou ldn’t sp eak,” say s Jean. 
Jean lov es the ex citement of 
racing: sailboats tacking be­ 
hind the starting line and ap ­ 
p raising 
the 
comp etition. 
Rou nding the marks, there is 
often a p ile-u p . The skip p er’s 
job is to know the ru les, recog­ 
nizing adv antages and infringe­ 
ments. 
She wou ld ask her hu sband to 
y ell at an erring skip p er for 
right-of-way : 
“ starboard” 
or 
“ room at the m ark!” The worst 
thing a woman can do on a race 
cou rse, she rem arks, is to y ell 
or swear. 
Viewing racing as “ therap y 
for m other,” Jean also has stu ­ 
died marine biology and cu r­ 
rently is taking c o u r s e s at 
College of Marin in oceanogra­ 
p hy , field ecology and geology . 
ANOTHER COMPETITOR in 
YRA is M i r i a m Doody of 
Strawberry , who has crewed 
for her hu sband, Jam es for sev ­ 
eral seasons and help ed him 
win the 19 70 season champ ion­ 
ship in the Cal 24 div ision. Mir­ 
iam say s a chronic p roblem in 
YRA racing is that it’s a terri­ 
ble strain on a 
s k i p p e r ’ s 
nerv es. 
“ I know a lot of women who 
wou ld not go aboard their hu s­ 
band’s boat du ring a race. You 
can hear the skip p ers scream ­ 
ing at their crews on the bay . 
“ Jim is gru ff and obnox iou s, 
too. du ring a race. If y ou are 


going to take it to heart, y ou ’re 
dead,” the ex p ert crew say s. 
Instead. Miriam u ses dip lo­ 
macy to keep her crewmates 
hap p y . The Cal 24 needs fiv e or 
six for weight to race, she ex ­ 
p lains. 
“ I try to get a new gu y aside 
first and tell him not to let what 
the skip p er say s worry him. 
When the race is ov er, Jim is 
v ery nice to u s and takes u s all 
ou t to dinner. And I am comp e­ 
titiv e, too. If Jim looks away , I 
say , ‘ ‘ W a t c h what y ou ’re 
doing!” say s his wife. 
When 
their fav orite sp ort, 
skiing became “ too crowded” 
eight y ears ago, the Doody s 
bou ght a 14-foot sailboat and 
some books on sailing. With 
their older girl, Micca, they 
took tu rns being skip p er. 
“ If the s k i p p e r gav e the 
wrong order, we wou ld all three 
tip o v e r ! ’ ’ When they first 
bou ght their Cal 24, the three 
Doody s raced it. 
“We changed sails and flew 
the sp innaker from the fore­ 
deck on a boat that really needs 
fiv e or six to race,” she recalls. 
Miriam feels sailing is a fine 
way to keep a family together 
and a teen-ager mentally and 
p hy sically 
occu p ied. 
Micca 
crewed on a Fly ing Ju nior and 
wou ld come home so tired and 
so salty she cou ld hardly get a 
shower, say s her mother.

Four 
outstanding 
Marin 
yachtswomen each specialize in 
a 'different, aspect of sailing on 
San Francisco Bay. These sai­ 
lors are the Yacht Racing Asso­ 
ciation skipper of a male crew, 
the first mate for her 1970 sea­ 
son-champion 
husband, 
the 
teacher of sailing for women 
who has sailed on waters ar­ 
ound the world and the veteran 
yachtswoman who rows for 
physical fitness. 
Skipper Jean Jacobs of Tibu­ 
rón races in hotly-competitive 
Yacht Racing Association re­ 
gattas. Her husband, Bruce, 
and another man crew for her. 
“Bruce encouraged me to 
race and generously offered to 
be my crew. He prefers cruis­ 
ing, because he competes all 
week in business. It’s I who 
need that competition for re­ 
creation,”' says Jean. 
A competent skipper must 
know the rules, have confidence 
in her ability and be in com­ 
plete control of the boat and 
crew, according to Jean. 
“ Your crew must know that 
you feel responsibility for them. 
If you send a man to the fore­ 
deck when it’s really blowing to 
reef a mainsail, he has to have 
confidence that you won’t knock 
him off by tacking or suddenly 
altering course,” she says. 
A Skipper should insist that 
her crew wear flotation coats, 
life vests or jackets when it 
“pipes up.” In extremely heavy 
-weather they should be hooked 
to a safety line, Jean says. 
Having just sold “her baby,” 
a 22-foot Santana which she 
raced last season, Jean doesn’t 
plan to race their new .38-foot 
Javelin this season because of 
revisions they are making. 
JEAN HAS tremendous res­ 
pect for the bay. If you go out 
w i t h o u t that, she warns, 
“you’re crazy!” She learned to 
swim when she 'began to sail 
with the “Sea Gals” nine years 
ago, a group of women who 
crewed 
on 
many 
different 
yachts to learn technique from 
their owners. Jean flunked their 


survival test by not being able 
to stay afloat, fully clothed, for 
10 minutes. 
She relates that before she 
took swimming lessons, in her 
early sailing days, she and a 
friend were sailing a 14-foot 
sailboat when they were caught 
in a sudden gust which caused 
their boat to “turn turtle.” The 
women clung to their craft for 
1.0 minutes, in the icy water 
“with my feet pulled up, think­ 
ing of sharks,” says Jean, be­ 
fore the Coast Guard helicopter 
hovered overhead and a power 
boat which arrived at the same 
moment hauled them aboard. 
“When my friend was taken 
aboard she was so exhausted 
she couldn’t speak,” says Jean. 
Jean loves the excitement of 
racing: sailboats tacking be­ 
hind the starting line and ap­ 
praising 
the 
competition. 
Rounding the marks, there is 
often, a pile-up. The skipper’s 
job is to know the rules, recog­ 
nizing advantages and infringe­ 
ments. 
She would ask her husband to 
yell at an erring skipper for 
right-of-way: “starboard” or 
“room at. the mark!'"’1 The worst 
thing a woman can do on a race 
course, she remarks, is to yell 
or swear. 
Viewing racing as “therapy 
for mother,” Jean also has stu­ 
died marine biology and cur­ 
rently is taking c o u r s e s at 
College of Marin in oceanogra­ 
phy, field ecology and geology. 
ANOTHER COMPETITOR in 
YRA is M i r i a m Doody of 
Strawberry, who has crewed 
for her husband, James for sev­ 
eral seasons and helped him 
win the 1970 season champion­ 
ship in the Cal 24 division. Mir­ 
iam says a chronic problem in 
YRA racing is that it’s a terri­ 
ble strain on a s k i p p e r ’ s 
nerves. 
“I 'know a lot of women, who 
would not go aboard their hus­ 
band’s boat during a race. You 
can hear the skippers scream­ 
ing at their crews on the bay. 
“Jim is gruff and obnoxious, 
too. during a race. If you are 


going to take it to heart, you’re 
dead,” the expert crew says. 
Instead, Miriam uses diplo­ 
macy to keep her crew mates 
happy. 'The Cal .24 needs five or 
six for weight to race, she ex- 


“I try to get a new guy aside 
first and tell him not to let what 
the skipper says worry him. 
When the race is over, Jim is 
very nice to us and takes us all 
out to dinner. And I am compe­ 
titive, too. If Jim looks away, I 
say, “ Wa t c h what you’re 
doing!” says his wife. 
When their favorite sport, 
skiing became “too crowded” 
eight years ago, the Doodys 
bought a I4-f'oot sailboat and 
some books on sailing.

From Jail To Church To Theater

“Forty lashes or 40 years of hard labor 
couldn’t have had a more profound effect on 
me than the expression on my mother’s face 
when she came to the jail to get me. I knew I 
could never do that to her again. Even if 
nobody else cared, I knew she did,” said 
Philip Thomas, a handsome young man who 
became increasingly so the longer you talked 
to him and allowed his ideas to displace the 
initial impression that some of 
would readily associate with his 
long wavy hair, his swashbuckl­ 
ing sideburns and the golden 
earring he wore in the lobe of 
his left ear. 
I didn’t ask the significance 
of the earring — having learned 
that to the young such a ques­ 
tion is about as tasteless as 
asking another person's salary. 
And, indeed, it neither subtract­ 
ed from nor added to the di­ 
mensions of Philip Thomas. 
YOUNG PHILIP is currently 
playing the role of Gabe in the 
San Francisco production of the 
play “No Place to Be Some­ 
body.” 
How does a young terrorist, a 
thug — who admittedly ran 
with a youth mob (the Black 
Mafia), who sold “protection” 
to white kids and used theft as 
a daily exercise — find himself 
where Philip is today?

girls’ swimming team when she 
was a student at Marin Catholic 
High School. 
For Beth-Anne, a cerebral 
palsy victim, swimming is a 
pleasure and also therapy. Mrs. 
McSweeney was told by a neu­ 
rologist when Beth-Anne was a 


baby that it was possible she 
would never walk. She walks.—, 
and with no noticeable motor 
impairment — and her family 
attributes it to swimming. 
“Before' she began swimming 
she had pneumonia every Janu­ 
ary, and even though it means 
taking her to San Francisco ev­ 
eryday because Marin has no 
p u b l i c indoor pool, we do it 
during the winter, says Mrs. 
McSweeney. 
“SHE IS UP to grade level in 
most of her school subjects, and 
she has not had pneumonia 
since she began swimming re­ 
gularly.” 
The Special Olympics swim­ 
ming events are 25 and 50 yard 


free style, and Beth-Anne took 
firsts in local and state compe­ 
tition last year and two second 
places in the international meet 
in Chicago. 
Marie says she has other con­ 
tenders in the swimming ev­ 
ents, despite the fact that she 
has had to take her 15 or so 
swimmers to whatever pool has 
been available. They have used 
the Airman’s pool at Hamilton 
Air Force Base, the pools at St. 
Peter 
Chanel 
Seminary, Sir 
Francisco Drake High School 
and the h o m e of the D. H. 
Gabrielsons’ in Ross. 
Working with the retarded is 
not new to Marie who served 
several summers as a volunteer 
for the Kindergarten Mentally 
Retarded. 
After 
college 
she 
plans to continue helping oth­ 
ers, by joining the Peace Corps. 
A psychology major, Marie 
says she gets personal satisfac­ 
tion from doing things for oth­ 
ers, 
and her busy schedule 
doesn’t phase her. 
'“YOU CAN always find the 
time if you find something you 
want to do,” she says.

PARK ON PENOLOGY 


Students Get The Prison Side

San Rafael High School stu­ 
dents who earlier had heard 
San Quentin Prison bitterly cri­ 
ticized, yesterday heard the 
prisonkeeper’s side of the pic­ 
ture from Associate Warden 
James W. L. Park. 


Park spoke for two hours to 
students from Ada 
Fitzsim­ 
mons's classes in government. 


His young audience, which 
had heard a parolee lash out at 
brutality in the prison, and a 
woman 
attorney 
decry 
the 
whole penal s y s t e m , asked 
hardly a question about the al­ 
leged brutality. Instead, many 
of the questions bored in on 
Park’s conscience — how he 
could carry out a death sent­ 
ence, or imprison men. 


“ Personally, I'm against the 
death sentence,” Park said. Of­ 
ficially, he said he would carry 
out the law “ because it’s the 
will of the community. Ten mil­ 
lion people pull that lever . . . 


“ If you’re dealing with hu­ 
man beings in a professional 
way, you can’t let your person­ 
al feelings interfere,” he added. 
“ There’s some point, sure, that 
I could no longer work in the 
(prison) program — for instance 


if we started running a Nazi- 
type torture chamber.” 
“ Don’t you care enough about 
the people and the system to go 
out and start a crusade?” a 
student asked. 
“ That’s why I ’m here,” Park 
replied. “ But professionally I 
have to be neutral . . . I came 
in (to the penal system) as a 
psychologist because I ’d rather 
work with people than sell ca­ 
meras. I feel it’s helpful to the 
community.” 
Park stressed that in man's 
million-year history, crime has 
always been action that “ threa­ 
tened the community” and that 
until about 200 years ago, the 
punishment 
for 
crime 
was 
death or expulsion from socie­ 
ty. Only recently has the idea of 
“ rehabilitation 
. .. 
now it’s 
called reintegration into the 
community” sprung up, Park 
said. 
Laws and how violators are 
punished are “ the will of the 
community,” 
Park declared. 
Noting students’ concern about 
the death sentence, heavier pri­ 
son terms for narcotics offenses 
than for murder, and other fa­ 
cets of penology, Park said, 
“ You’re 
an 
elite 
minority. 
There’s a vast, blue collar ma­ 
jority of Middle America that 


thinks everything’s just fine” 
with the justice and penal sys­ 
tem the way it is. 
“ The 
community 
decides 
what is a crime. More recently, 
we decided income tax evasion 
was a threat to our community. 
Offenses interfere with others’ 
rights in some way.” 
Park told the students, “ pri- 
sonkeepers don’t have any say 
who is sent to t h e m . Crime 
starts in the community and the 
solution is there, not in the pri­ 
son.” 
Less than 10 per cent of fe­ 
lons sentenced in California last 
year actually went to prison, 
the official said. The balance 
were placed on probation, sent 
to mental hospitals or put in 
other rehabilitation programs, 
he said. “ But if you had the 
perfect cure” to keep an offen­ 
der from repeating a crime “ it 
wouldn’t 
affect 
the 
overall 
crime rate” until the communi­ 
ty 
eliminates 
the 
cause 
of 
crime. Park argued. 
With more felons on proba­ 
tion, the “ quality of the prison­ 
er is going down,” Park noted, 
because only the most trouble- 
som is imprisoned. 
He questioned laws that send 
male exhibitionists and narcot­ 
ics offenders to prison. Exhibi-

mons’s classes in government. 


His young audience, which 
had, heard a parolee lash out at 
brutality in the prison, and a 
woman 
attorney 
decry 
the 
whole penal s y s t e m , asked 
hardly a question about the al­ 
leged brutality. Instead, many 
of the questions bored in on 
Park’s conscience — how he 
could carry' out a death sent­ 
ence, or imprison men. 


“ Personally, I’m against the 
death sentence,” Park said. Of­ 
ficially, he said he would carry 
out the law “ because it’s the 
will of the community. Ten mil­ 
lion people pull that lever,.. 


“If you’re dealing with hu­ 
man beings in a, professional 
way, you can’t let your person­ 
al feelings interfere,” he added. 
“ There’s some point, sure, that 
I could no longer work in the 
(prison) program — for instance 


if we started running a Nazi- 
type torture chamber.” 
“Don’t you care enough about 
the people and the system to go 
out and start a crusade?” a 
student asked. 
“That’s why I’m here,” Park 
replied. “ But professionally I 
have to be neutral . . . I came 
in (to the penal system) as a 
psychologist because1 I’d rather 
work with people than sell ca­ 
meras. I feel, it’s helpful to the 
community.” 
Park stressed that in m an’s 
million-year history, crime has 
always been action that “threa­ 
tened the community” and that 
until about 200 years ago, the 
punishment 
for 
crime 
was 
death or expulsion from socie­ 
ty. Only recently has the idea of 
“rehabilitation 
. . . now it’s 
called reintegration into the 
community” sprung up, Park 
said. 
Laws and how violators are 
punished are “ the will of the 
community,” 
Park declared. 
Noting students’ concern about 
the death sentence, heavier pri­ 
son terms for narcotics offenses 
than for m urder, and other fa­ 
cets of penology, Park said, 
“You’re 
an 
elite 
minority. 
There’s a vast, blue collar m a­ 
jority of Middle America that 


thinks everything’s just fine” 
with the justice and penal sys­ 
tem the way it is. 
“The 
community 
decides 
what is a crime. More recently, 
we decided income tax evasion 
was a threat to our community. 
Offenses interfere with others’ 
rights in some way.” 
Park told the students, “pri- 
sonkeepers don’t have any say 
who is sent to t h e m . Crime 
starts in the community and the 
solution is there, not in the pri­ 
son." 
Less than 10 per cent of fe­ 
lons sentenced in California last 
year actually went to prison, 
the official said. The balance 
were placed on probation, sent 
to mental hospitals or put in 
other rehabilitation programs,

Nature creates more hazards than does 
man. In 1967, the California State Department 
of Public Health received 31,084 reports of 
occupational injuries .and illnesses. Poi- 
oak dermatitis headed 'the list (3,,724 reports). 
Most of the victims were employed in agricul­ 
ture, construction.,, surveying, engineering, 
and in street, highway, and park mainte­ 
nance. Less than, one-quarter of the cases 
resulted in lost time from work. Acids were 
responsible for only half of .all chemical burns 
and for a fifth of the eye condi­ 
tions. The majority of chemical 
burns came from manufactur­ 
ing industries. .Solvente were 
the’ third most common cause 
of occupational injuries. As 
with acids, they produce consi­ 
derable dermatitis,, eye condi­ 
tions and bums. 
CAUSTICS ALSO induced ill­ 
nesses, but to a lesser degree. 
Skin disorders were reported 
from workers in. industries us­ 
ing plastics, such as epoxy re­ 
sins, polystyrenes, and, other 
plastics or resin systems. Al­ 
most 46 per cent of the casesin- 
volved, women. 
Fiber glass caused health 
problems in. almost 50 indus­ 
tries. The majority of the .530 
reports came from the rubber 
and. miscellaneous plastic prod­ 
ucts industries. Interestingly,, 
the first hazard on the list, was 
poison oak, one of nature’s 
chem.ica.ls. But the next four 
occupational problems, centered 
about man-made products. 
THIS BRINGS us to the sixth 
most common hazard — pri­ 
mary infections, also a natural, 
caitee. Most infections were re­ 
ported in teachers or laboratory 
workers. Brucellosis was an oc­ 


cupational hazard among 'pack­ 
inghouse employes; certain soil 
fungal infections were seen in 
construction workers and gov­ 
ernment 'personnel.

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Marin Reservoirs 
Get Some Trout 


By A l (WDOINGS 


Trout plants during this week were scheduled 
for Bon Tempe, Lagunitas, and Phoenix reser­ 
voirs, and also Rodeo Lagoon. These reservoirs 
are now open and have a five-fish trout limit per 
day on them. 
On May 1, the streams of 
Marin County, except for De­ 
vil's Gulch Creek in Ta y l o r 
park, plus the streams general­ 
ly throughout the state will be 
opened. Most of the lakes and 
reservoirs throughout the state 
are now open as far as the law 
is concerned, but because of 
snow, high altitudes, muddy 
and unusable roads, the actual 
availability of reaching and 
fishing these lakes is just begin­ 
ning to arrive. 
The road into D a v i s Lake 
near Portola, for instance, is 
just opening for travel, but new 
snows could bring this to a slid 
ing halt! Other lakes now being 
fished with good results are Ea­ 
gle Lake, Frenchmen’s Reser­ 
voir, Shasta Lake, Siskiyou 
Lake,Trinity Lake, and Alma- 
nor. I usually make it to Web­ 
ber Lake about May 1. Before 
that, the roads are too sloshy 
for most vehicle traffic, and 
much of the lake is still solidly 
covered with ice. 
I have been t r y i n g to put 
together a trip to Lake Tahoe; 
it is just about the time for the 
big mackinaws to start hitting. 
They say you have to fish 200 
feet deep with monel line and 
troll minnows native to the 
lake. If it is done properly, 
limits are supposed to be a 
cinch. Most of the fishing in the 
above listed lakes is by the bait 
method. 
The last time I fished Davis 
Lake, everyone used either 
spinning or casting gear from 
shore with salmon eggs, and 
took easy limits. Boats are le­ 
gal and in most of these lakes. 
Trolling lures of all types or. 
using flies can also pay off 
Fishing with bait in clear wa­ 
ter requires the use of very 
light leaders, usually two-pound 
test or less. In French Lake a 
few years ago, the only fish 
taken were by those anglers 
using one-half pound test tip­ 
pets! (A tippet is a 4 4 
- 1 n c h 
length of leader material usual­ 
ly specially ordered.) Small 
hooks (I like No. 10s, gold, with 
-the turned in eye) well-covered 
by the bait can also be most 
important. 
Even in the Marin lakes, it is 
surprising how much more effi­ 
ciently light leaders and small 
hooks catch fish I received a 
letter from Rudy Gabbani of 
Fairfax who wants to push for 
legislation to make it possible 
to buy salmon eggs with food 
stamps! He goes on to say that 
a jar of salmon eggs now costs 
al most more than a fifth of 
good bourbon, and when they 
do, he “might just give up fish­ 
ing!” 
Striped bass fishing should be 
picking up with the smaller 


bass starting to come down 
from the D e l t a . These fish 
should be in the flats and in the 
areas of the Brothers Islands 
and 
the 
Richmond 
Bridge, 
where trolling jigs and spoons 
can really pay off. 
Salmon fishing will probably 
continue to be good except for 


the spring northwest winds so 
prevailing at this time of the 
year. 
Abalone and clam tides start­ 
ing April 25 (Sunday) at 6:24 
a.m. tide-book time continue 
through the week with lows of - 
1.5 tides on Monday and Tues­ 
day. Mussels are still edible 
too. There is now a 25-pound 
limit on mussels in the shell. 
And fishing or pokepoling for 
eels and fockfish is reaching 
the peak season. 
Roekfishing from the rockfish 
party boats out of Sausalito can 
be a very rewarding experi­ 
ence. You will see fish caught 
and lots of t hem. It’s worth 
going! 


A report on the licensed fur 
trappers of California has been 
recently released. In the 1969-70 
season, 664 trapping licenses 
were sold Revenue received by 
trappers from the sale of furs 
in the 1969-70 season amounted 
to $75,835. Muskrats were first 
on the list both in number of 
pelts taken and revenue re­ 
ceived. Some 51,525 muskrats 
represent 90 per cent of the 
total fur catch of the season’s 
57,252 animals. Average price 
for a muskrat pelt was 97 cents. 
Other furbearers taken include 
38 badgers, 1,301 beavers, 588 
bobcats, 799 coyotes, 363 foxes, 
708 mink, 178 opossum, 1,174 
raccoons, 467 striped skunks, 
and 111 spotted skunks. Bobcat 
pelts were worth $10.58 as the 
highest priced pelt with beaver 
pelts bringing $8.71 per pelt. 
There were no licensed trap­ 
pers in Mann or Sonoma coun­ 
ties. San Diego county with 177, 
Modoc county with 72, and Las­ 
sen county with 52, reported the 
most bobcats taken. Riverside 
County with 154, and Shasta 
County with 114, reported the 
most 
coyotes.

FISH AND GAME 


Marin Reservoirs 
Get Some Trout 


By Ai GfDOf NG$ 


Trout plants during this week were scheduled 
for Bon Tempe, Lagunitas, and Phoenix reser­ 
voirs, and also Rodeo Lagoon. These reservoirs 
are now open and have a five-fish trout limit per 
day on them. 
On May 1, the streams of 
Marin County, except for De­ 
vil’s Gulch Creek in T a y l o r 
park, plus the streams general­ 
ly throughout the state will be 
opened. Most of the lakes and 
reservoirs throughout the state 
are now open as far as the law 
is concerned, but because of 
snow, high altitudes, muddy 
and unusable roads, the actual 
availability of reaching and 
fishing these lakes is just begin­ 
ning to arrive. 
The road into D a v i s Lake 
near Portóla, for instance, is 
just opening for travel, but new 
snows could bring this to a slid 
ing halt! Other lakes now being 
fished with good results are Ea­ 
gle Lake, Frenchmen’s Reser­ 
voir, Shasta Lake, Siskiyou 
Lake,Trinity Lake, and Alma- 
nor. I usually make it to Web­ 
ber Lake about May I. Before 
that, the roads are too sloshy 
for most vehicle traffic, and 
much of the lake is still solidly 
covered with ice. 
1 have been t r y i n g to put 
together a trip to Lake Tahoe; 
it is just about the time for the 
big mackinaws to start hitting. 
They say you have to fish 200 
feet deep with monel line and 
troll minnows native to the 
lake. If it is done properly, 
limits are supposed to be a 
cinch. Most of the fishing in the 
above listed lakes is by the bait 
method. 
The last time I fished Davis 
Lake, everyone used either 
spinning or casting gear from 
shore with salmon eggs, and 
took easy limits. Boats are le­ 
gal and in most of these lakes. 
Troll ing lures of all types or. 
using Bies can also pay off. 
Fishing with bait in clear wa­ 
ter requires the use of very 
light leaders, usually two-pound 
test or less. In French Lake a 
few years ago, the only fish 
taken were by those anglers 
using one-half pound test tip­ 
pets! (A tippet is a 4 4 - i n c h 
length of leader material usual­ 
ly specially ordered.) Small 
hooks (I like No. 10s, gold, with 
-the turned in eye) well-covered 
by the bait can also be most 
important. 
Even in the Marin lakes, it is 
surprising how much more effi­ 
ciently light leaders and small 
hooks catch fish. 1 received a 
letter from Rudy Gabbani of 
Fairfax who wants to push for 
legislation to make it possible 
to buy salmon eggs with food 
stamps! He goes on to say that 
a jar of salmon eggs now costs 
a í m o s t more than a fifth of 
good bourbon, and when they 
do, he “might just give up fish-

bass starting to come down 
from the D e l t a . These fish 
should be in the flats and in the 
areas of the Brothers Islands 
and the Richmond Bridge, 
where trolling jigs and spoons 
can really pay off. 
Salmon fishing will probably 
continue to be good except for 


the spring northwest winds so 
prevailing at this time of the 
year. 
Abalone and clam tides start­ 
ing April 25 (Sunday) at 6:24 
a.m. tide-book time continue 
through the week with lows of - 
1.5 tides on Monday and Tues­ 
day. Mussels are still edible 
too. There is now a 25-pound 
limit on mussels in the shell. 
And fishing or pokepoling for 
eels and fockfish is reaching 
the peak season. 
Rockfishing from the rockfish 
party boats out of Sausalito can 
be a very rewarding experi­ 
ence. You will see fish caught 
and lots of t h e m . It's worth 
going! 
A report on the licensed fur 
trappers of California has been 
recently released. In the 1969-70 
season, 664 trapping licenses 
were sold. Revenue received by 
trappers from the sale of furs 
in the 1969-70 season amounted 
to $75,835. Muskrats were first 
on the list both in number of 
pelts taken and revenue re­ 
ceived. Some 51,525' muskrats 
represent 90 per cent of the 
total fur catch of the season’s 
57,252 animals. Average price 
for a muskrat pelt was 97 cents. 
Other furbearers taken include 
38 badgers, 1,301 beavers, 588 
bobcats, 799 coyotes, 363 foxes, 
708 mink, 178 opossum, 1,174 
raccoons, 467 striped skunks, 
and 111 spotted, skunks, Bobcat 
pelts were worth $10.58 as the 
highest priced pelt with beaver 
pelts bringing $8.71 per pelt. 
There were no licensed trap­ 
pers in Marin or Sonoma coun­ 
ties. San Diego county with 177, 
Modoc county with 72, and Las­ 
sen county with 52, reported the 
most bobcats taken. Riverside 
County with 154, and Shasta 
County with 114, reported the 
most coyotes. Please note: 
there were no wolves taken.

The Minnesota North Stars, 
the longest shots of all among 
the semifinalists, accomplished 
what no other expansion team 
ever did before against the 
establishment, ripping the Mon­

After A Sloppy Start

stock market closed strong Fri­ 
day afte r a sloppy start.

The early setback was attri­ 
buted to profit taking and di­ 
sappointment stemming from 
an increase in the prime bank 
interest rate.

Manson Returned To Los Angeles 


Charles 
Manson, 
convicted 
murderer of actress Sharon 
Tate and six others, was re­ 
turned to Los A n g e l e s this 
morning, less than 24-hours aft­ 
er his arrival at San Quentin. 
Heavily chained, Manson took 
several steps from the prison 
building to a Los Angeles Sher­ 
iff’s Department bus which re- 
t u r n e d him for trial in the 
deaths of two others, one a 
member of his “ family.” 
Manson arrived at the prison 
at 11:30 a.m. yesterday and 
was taken back to Los Angeles 
at 8:30 a.m. today. His in-and- 
out stay at San Quentin was the 


result of state law which re­ 
quires that a convicted felon be 
turned over to prison authori­ 
ties within 10 days of sentenc­ 
ing. 
During his brief stay he was 
lodged in Death Row Cell 29, 
just three cells down from one 
occupied by Sirhan Sirhan, as­ 
sassin of Robert Kennedy. 
“ No wonder he got the giris 
to do the killings,” said one of 
the four guards who accompa­ 
nied him here, “ he doesn’t look 
big enough to have done them 
himself.” The guard said he 
thought 
Manson 
was 
“ very 
short — less than five feet.” 


Guards reported that Manson 
said very little during the seven 
hour ride to the prison. 


Manson 
arrived 
at 
Death 
Row shortly after prisoners had 
begun their exercise period. He 
spotted several men he knew 
from his days at the Los An­ 
geles County Jail and waved at 
them. 


Although 
one 
unidentified 
Death Row inmate had hinted 
that hippies are unliked there 
and there might be violence, 
Manson’s arrival did not create 
any unusual response from the 
93 other men on the row. 


Soviets Put Three-Man Probe 
Into Orbit For Space Duties 


MOSCOW (UPI)-The Soviet 
Union today fired a three-man 
space ship into earth orbit for 
rendezvous with an unmanned 
sputnik called Salute, apparent­ 
ly opening phase No. 2 of its 
drive to build the first orbiting 
space station. 


Moscow space sources said as 
many as three more manned 
ships could join them within the 
next few days. That would put 
more ships and 
more men 
together in space than has ever 
been attempted before. 


The official Tass news agency 
said the manned ship, Soyuz 10, 
blasted off from B a i k o n u r 
space center in Central Asia 
shortly before dawn and headed 
toward rendezvous with Salute 
for “ joint experiments in near 


earth o r b i t . ’ ’ Salute was 
launched Monday. 


Souyz 10 was manned by the 
most experienced space crew 
ever assembled—this was the 
third trip for two of its men— 
and the sources described it as 
part of a complex project to 
link the ships into the first 
manned orbiting station. The 
United States plans no such 
venture before 1973. 


The sources said as many as 
three more manned ships could 
be involved within the next few 
days in an attempt to link up 
into a cartwheel-shaped orbiting 
laboratory. In the future, such 
stations will also serve as in­ 
space launching pads, 
the 
Soviets have said. 
Soyuz 10 was shaped like a 
long tube with a ball at the

A bomb rocked central Mill Valley today, shat- 
t e r in g a plate glass window in the Bank of 
America branch at 60 Throckmorton Avenue and 
scattering glass, wood and concrete chips over 
the sidewalk and adjoining street. 
The device was apparently

placed on the bank’s front win­ 
dow ledge and exploded at 8:04 
a.m. A witness having break­ 
fast in a cafe across the street 
reported he had heard a sput­ 
tering sound, followed by a 
blast, indicating a timed device 
was used. 


Associate Warden James W.

Found Innocent 
Of Arson Blaze 


MARTINEZ (UPI) — Wayne 
Staats, 36, an East Bay Region­ 
al Park employe, was found 
innocent today of setting a di­ 
sastrous $3 million 
Oakland 
Hills fire last year, but guilty of 
setting seven other blazes near 
park lands. 
A Contra Costa County Super­ 
ior Court jury deliberated two 
days in the case after a lengthy 
trial. 
Staats was accused of touch­ 
ing off the fires during the ex­ 
tremely dry period last autumn 
in order to get overtime pay for 
fighting them. 
He had been charged on 16 
counts, including the fire which 
destroyed 37 homes on Sept. 22. 
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Mill Valley Police Chief Dan 
Terzich said he did not know 
what type of bomb had caused 
the damage, but FBI agents 
were on the scene almost im­ 
mediately to assist in the inves­ 
tigation. 


Police said the same witness 
who heard the sputtering re­ 
ported seeing two young men 
run from the scene minutes be­ 
fore the bomb blew. 
At 8:14 a.m. Mill Valley pol­ 
ice received a strange phone 
call from a man who asked if a 
bomb had gone off in the bank. 
When he was informed there 
had been a blast, the man re­ 
plied with a series of garbled 
phrases: “ Pigs . . . Weather­ 
men . . . no more slop money in 
the world,” then hung up. 
The explosion, 
which also 
damaged the concrete ledge 
and wooden window frame, sent 
chunks and splinters of glass 
flying the length of the bank’s 
interior. But bank and city em­ 
ployees began cleanup work 
immediately and bank mana­ 
ger Guido Todaro said the bank 
would be open as usual today. 
Todaro, who could not esti­ 
mate the amount of damage,

Environment was the lesson 
of the day, conveyed in talks, 
displays, ceremonies and work 
Regular classes were canceled 
at the start of a two-day ob­ 
servance of Earth Week. 
Across the campus during the 
lunch period, the words of the 
pledge of allegiance to the ecol­ 
ogy flag drifted from a loud­ 
speaker,

earth, under God. unpolluted 
with clean air and water for 
all.” 
Students 
gathered 
at 
dis­ 
plays, purchased ecology pos­ 
ters and buttons, cheered at a 
can -smashing contest, ate a 
minimum meal, planted shrubs 
around the flagpole and attend­ 
ed the funeral of a bird. 
A Western Grebe, victim of 


the San Francisco Bay oil spill, 
was buried in memory of all 
the birds that died. 
Kathy Pereira, who gave the 
eulogy, said: “ He was a nice 
bird like all the birds that were 
prisoners of man’s carelessness 
. . . feathers to feathers and oil 
to oil . . . bury the bird.” 
Several 
students 
described 
the activities as “ cool, a great 
idea,” but one was lukewarm, 
commenting, “ It’s better than 
if they didn’t have it,” while 
another was critical, saying, 
“ In some ways it’s a l i t t l e 
played up.” 
Some students sprawled on 
nearby grassy knolls, perhaps 
observing earth days by getting 
close to the earth, and some left 
campus at noon, perhaps head­ 
ing home for lunch. 
In the front center of the dis­

WASHINGTON (UPI)--The 
Nixon administration is serving 
notice on the nation’s big banks 
that it will not watch silently if 
there is a new round of interest 
rate increases.

aimed at business, Treasury

Connally 
Thursday denounced the Chase 
Manhattan Bank of New York 
for increasing its prime interest 
rate. 


“1 was very disappointed at 
this increase in the prime rate 
of Chase Manhattan 
Bank,” 
Connally 
said 
in

statem ent. 
“ I 
was 
totally 
unaware that loan demand had 
reached such proportions as to 
justify such an increase.” 


Within 
minutes, 
Connally 
issued his rejoinder. He did not 
ask for a rollback in the rate

Bomb Rips 
Office Attic 
At Stanford 


STANFORD (UPI) - A bomb 
exploded early this morning in 
an attic in the president’s office 
building at Stanford University.. 
There was no injury and the 
campus fire chief estimated 
damage at $5,000. 


* President Richard W. Ly­ 
m an’s office is on the first floor 
and the building was empty ex­ 
cept for a guard on the second 
floor who suffered only ringing 
ears. 


George Curry, the guard, was 
no more than 30 feet from the 
bomb site and remarked, “I 
haven’t heard anything like this 
since Korea.” He suffered ring­ 
ing ears for hours later. 
The blast put a hole two-feet 
in diameter in the roof and 
s c a t t e r e d red tiles to the 
ground. 
Fire Chief Frank J u r i a n 
made the damage estimate as 
FBI agents arrived for an in­ 
vestigation. 
The office building was set 
afire by an arsonist in 1968 and 
that time damage was estimat­ 
ed at more than $100,000. 
Since the building is under 
constant guard when not in use,

how 
the 
bomb was placed. 
The bombing shortly before 4 
a.m. was one of a series of 
incidents that started Thursday 
when Palo Alto police received 
an anonymous telephone call 
that the nearby campus would 
be blasted within 30 minutes.

Trio Burned 
To Death In 
Robbery Fire 


LAS 
VEGAS 
(UPI)—Three 
persons, including a teen-age 
boy, were burned to death to­ 
day by a robber who apparent­ 
ly beat them, stacked clothes 
over them before igniting the 
pile with cleaning fluid. 
Capt. Paul Gulas, chief of 
city detectives, said the killer 
beat the victims, probably until 
they were unconscious, 
and 
then set the bodies on fire in a 
back room of Cantrell Cleaners 
on East Charleston Blvd. 


The victims were burned be­ 
yond recognition, but the place 
was owned by Alfred and Ida 
Lizzio who had a 14-year-old 
son, Johnny. The family often 
worked at the shop, which was 
not open when the robbery-fire 
occurred, according to Gulas. 


He said the floor safe in the 
store was opened and the keys 
were still in the lock. He esti­ 
mated between $400 and $3,000 
was missing. 
Firemen said temperatures 
reached 1,000 degrees in the 
store during the height of the 
blaze. 
Jake Wright, 46, a mainte­ 
nance man, survived. He was 
reported in critical condition at 
Southern 
Nevada 
Memorial 
Hospital with second and third 
degree burns over 75 per cent 
of his body. 
‘‘The miracle of the whole 
thing is Mr. Wright,” said Gu- 
ias. “He managed to get out 
with his clothes and shoes on 
fire. He literally ran out of his 
shoes as he ran or walked or 
c r a w l e d about 500 feet to a 
shopping center where there 
was a telephone booth. He man­ 
aged to pull a dime out of his 
pocket and call police.” 


W r i g h t told police a man 
armed with a revolver entered 
the store, beat the three victims 
and himself and knocked them 
to the floor. He said the man 
piled clothes on them, poured 
cleaning solvent on the stack 
and set it afire. 


State Cans 
Automatic 
Toll Devices 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -T h e 
state announced today it is 
junking the new automatic toll 
collecting machines on the San 
Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge 
because motorists fouled them 
up. 
Starting April 30, convention­ 
al uniformed toll takers will be 
back on duty in all lanes, state 
Public Works Director James 
A. Moe reported. 
The automatic toll collecting 
machines were installed three 
months ago at three toll booths 
on the bridge in a move aimed 
at improving speed and effi­ 
ciency. 
But the machines failed to 
deal with what Moe described 
as “inexperienced drivers.” 
He said they would get into 
the automatic collection lane, 
find 
they 
didn’t 
have 
the 
correct change and abruptly 
swerve out and endanger other 
drivers. 
Automation 
also 
required 
“wrong way” drivers to go nine 
miles out of their way to turn 
around at Yerba Buena Island 
because there were no human 
toll collectors to momentarily 
hold traffic so the driver could 
cut across an access lane to 
eastbound traffic. 
And, some motorists would

pennies 
or 
coins 
wrapped in cellophane into the 
automated 
process 
just 
to 
watch the machine digest them. 
All in all, Moe said, officials 
concluded that “automatic col­ 
lection is, at present, not safe 
and efficient” but the state 
plans to consider automatics 
again when the machines have 
been improved.

“Our brothers go down 
the street without a limb, an 
arm, a face, and small boys 
ask why.” 
“Where are our leaders?” 
Kerry is a Yale graduate who 
served in a Navy river patrol 
unit in Vietnam and now he 
said he and the other members 
of 
the 
Vietnam 
Veterans 
Against the War were on “a 
last mission —to search out and 
destroy the last vestiges of this 
barbaric w ar.” 
He 
contended 
the 
United 
States had “created a monster” 
in Vietnam —refusing to leave 
a war which nearly everyone 
now considers a tragic mistake. 
And if it is a mistake, he said, 
why are more men being told 
to die or be maimed there 
while the withdrawal continues? 
“ How do you ask a man to be 
the last to die in Vietnam?” he 
asked the senators. “How do 
you ask a man to be the last to 
die for a mistake?” 
He told of a friend who died 
recently in a veterans hospital 


in New York while his ward- 
rnates 
desperately 
tried 
to 
obtain help. “They rang the 
bell. There was no one there.” 
And those who return physi­ 
cally in one piece often come 
back, he said, with psychologi­ 
cal troubles and expensive drug 
habits. “A $12 habit in Vietnam 
costs $90 to support in the 
United States. It’s very wide­ 
spread.” 
Members of the committee 
sat 
in 
rapt 
silence 
and 
afterwards said it was among 
the most eloquent pleas for 
disengagem ent from Vietnam 
they had heard. 
Chairman J. 
William 
Ful- 
bright, D-Ark., gently urged 
Kerry not to lose faith in the 
political system and to recog­ 
nize that Vietnam was not 
designed by “ evil m en” but 
was a serious 
“mistake in 
judgment” that now must be 
corrected.

The battle-dressed veterans, 
wearing the medals and ribbons 
they won in Vietnam, walked or 
rolled 
in 
wheelchairs 
in 
a 
candlelight 
parade 
Thursday 
night so silent it couldn’t be 
heard half a block away. They 
carried the flag upside down — 
depicting what one spokesman 
said was the military’s acknow­ 
ledged signal of distress. 
Demonstration leaders called 
the march another victory for 
the veterans who earlier had 
camped out on the Capitol Mall 
despite a Supreme Court order 
forbidding it. 
White House insiders said 
President 
Nixon 
passed 
the 
word “without fanfare” for the 
veterans to stay on the grassy 
parkland that runs west from 
the Capitol past the Washington 
Monument 
to 
the 
Lincoln 
Memorial. 
The veterans began breaking 
up their campsite on Washing- 
t o n ’ s Mall today to end five 
days of demonstrations, cli­ 
maxed by symbolically throw­ 
ing their combat medals into a 
“ body bag” at the Capitol. 
leaders of the organization 
Vietnam Veterans Against The 


War appointed a cleanup crew 
with 
orders 
to 
clear 
the 
campsite area at the foot of 
Capitol Hill by midday. They 
maintained the 
campsite 
in 
chilly, sometimes rainy weather 
despite a Supreme Court order 
banning a campout. 
Sen. William Proxmire, D- 
Wis., 
said 
in 
a 
statement, 
“These veterans, whose opinion 
carries the badge of battle, 
have made an impression on 
the Congress. Their opinions 
have been heard.” 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., ate hamburgers 
and 
talked with the veterans on the 
m all before dawn Thursday. 
Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, D- 
Maine, said, “your reaction to 
the 
war 
has 
changed 
our 
policy.” 
Muskie 
visited 
the 
camp before the march. 
The foreign relations task 
force 
of 
the 
White 
House 
Conference on Youth, meeting 
at Estes Park, Colo., sent a 
telegram 
that 
said, 
“Our 
thoughts and prayers will be in 
Washington as GIs in uniform 
remember 
those 
Americans, 
Vietnamese, Cambodians and 
I^aotians who have died in this 
tragic war.” 
The 
candlelight 
m arch 
capped 
Thursday’s 
activities 
that included more lobbying on 
Captiol Hill, the arrest of 110 
demonstrators at the Supreme 
Court and a favorable ruling by 
the U.S. District Court. 
The court reversed an order 


forbidding the veterans from 
camping on the mall. 
The 
injunction against camping had 
been upheld by the Supreme 
Court only 24 hours earlier. 
The Justice 
Department, 
which sought the injunction, 
also asked for the reversal. 
Assistant Attorney General L. 
Patrick Gray said the new 
ruling 
was 
sought 
because 
“these men are men who have 
served their country honora­ 
bly.” 
Lawyers for the veterans had 
used similar words in arguing 
against the injunction. 
Before the injunction was 


dissolved, 108 men and two 
women were arrested on the 
marble steps of the Supreme 
Court after a 90-minute rally 
against the Indochina War. Two 
Vietnam veterans —both double 
amputees in 
wheelchairs — 
demanded to be arrested, but 
were ignored by police.

clapping

National Anthem, “America the 
Beautiful” and “Battle Hymn 
of the Republic.” 
Veterans were testifying at 


Senate ed hoc hearings today 
on alleged war crimes and 
atrocities against civilians in 
Vietnam. 
The activity is scheduled to 
continue through the weekend 
with a religious service at the 
National Cathedral and a mass 
march at the Capitol, which 
organizers 
predicted 
would 
draw “hundreds of thousands.” 
The Justice Department gave 
permission Thursday to another 
antiwar group, headed by 
Chicago Seven defendant Ren­ 
nie Davis, to locate a camp 
south of the Lincoln Memorial 
for the next two weeks.

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NIXON INTERVENES 
Antiwar Vets Win 


S O L D IE R A SK S W A R ’S E N D — 
John Kerry, 27, former combat 
officer in Vietnam who led a rag­ 
tag army of 1,000 veterans to 
Washington this week to protest 


the war, told a Senate hearing 
yesterday his group was on “a 
last mission — to search out and 
destroy the last vestiges of this 
barbaric war.”

Smog Fighting Goals 
Win Quick Adoption

SAN FRANCISCO - Bay 
Area smog officials yesterday 
adopted a set of long-range 
goals that could get them into 
the business of regulating land 
use to control growth of the 
region. 
The goals, certain to be con­ 
troversial if ever carried out, 
would lead to a regional land 
use plan to decide “the location 
and size of subdivisions, indus­ 
trial and commercial expan­ 
sion, transportation systems, 


high-rise 
developments, 
new 
power plants as well as other 
relevant planning decisions.” 
The goals were adopted unan­ 
imously rwith almost no discus­ 
sion. The board had discussed 
them at previous meetings with 
little controversy. 
The 
goals 
also 
promised 
tougher emission controls on all 
sources of air contamination 
and consideration “as to the 
necessity for limitation of the 
number and use of automobiles 
in the Bay Area.” They also 


included “curtailment of the 
expansion of freeways and oth­ 
er 
automobile-oriented 
tran­ 
sportation arteries.” 


New federal 
air pollution 
laws strengthened the district’s 
power to control land uses, its 
staff has reported. 
Napa Mayor Ralph Trower 
said that the resolution adopted 
by the board only outlined a 
procedure to carry out goals.

Criticizing the exclusion as 
fragmenting the district, he told

“a blow against our war on air 
pollution.” 


He said that staff and mem­ 
bers of the state board had led 
the district to expect rejection 
of the two counties’ plea for 
exclusion. 


The 1970 Legislature annexed 
the two plus Napa County to the 
district, effective this coming 
July 1. 
Calvo said the regional board 
still hoped for a reversal or at 
least a reconsideration by the 
state board, which is to take 


fmai action next month on tne 
exclusion.

Volunteers among the 165 
participants formed a nucleus 
group to plan for the g o a 1 s . 
Chairman John L. Levinsohn of 
San Rafael called a follow-up 
meeting for 8:30 a.m. May 8 in 
the guidance center at Redwood 
High School. 
Levinsohn told the conference 
at the College of Marin that “if 
industry works with suppliers 
of raw materials on specifica­ 
tions for what you buy, why not 
work with educators on the type 
and education of the employee 
you’re buying?” 
The conference split into sev­ 
en groups for discussion of 
matching education and indus­ 
try needs in the fields of health 
services, construction trades, 
government, retailing, public 
services, finance and ecology. 
After 90-minute discussions 
by 
industry representatives, 
teachers 
and 
students, 
the 
group 
leaders 
summarized 
their groups’ opinions. 
Van Logan, development firm 
executive, reported the finance 
group urged that professionals 
in the field spend considerable 
time in the classroom to ac­ 
quaint students with opportuni­ 
ties, and to learn y o u t h s ’ 


attitudes. 
Logan and other group lead­ 
ers agreed that many Marin 
County firms are too small to 
allow management enough time 
to offer extensive work experi­ 
ence programs for students. 
Health section leader Ray K. 
Bolinger, administrator of Mar­ 
in General Hospital, stressed 
the need to inform ninth and 
tenth grade students or even 
younger, of the career possibili­ 
ties, rather than wait until the 
senior year. Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co. official Elmo Pet- 
terle said his public services 
group wanted industry to tell 
students earlier about “testing 
requirements that industry will 
want of the students.” He 
called for countywide coordina­ 
tion of the schools’ work-experi- 
ence programs, and efforts to 
let each student explore “ three, 
four or five vocations.” 
Ecology group leader John 
Green, a Chevron Research Co. 
physicist, reported “ no one 
really knows what an ecologist 
is,’’but said the panel agreed 
that industrial engineers, scien­ 
tists and writers must hence­ 
forth have ecological training to 
guide their firms’ actions. 
Merchant Steve Leonisio said 
the retail group urged that stu­ 
dents get to “feel and touch and 
see” actual careers, then re­ 
turn to the classroom to say 
“ I’ve got to learn to add and 
how to make change.” 
The construction group found 


and criticized a five-year age 
gap between high school grad­ 
uation and average entry into 
trade apprenticeship. The gov­ 
ernment group suggested the 
industry-education council use 
political influence to get public 
agencies to create work-experi- 
ence programs for youth.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
No Chance For Zyski 
With San Rafael Voters 


When B e l l a H. Aaron an­ 
nounced her candidacy for the 
San Rafael Board of Education 
in 1961, a seasoned election ob­ 
server at the city hall predict­ 
ed: “ She's a winner. With a 
double-A on the front of her 
name, she can’t lose.” 


This cynical observer was 
basing his prediction on the re­ 
cord in preceding elections, and 
on the way names are placed 
on the ballot. The incumbents’ 
names are listed first, alpha­ 
betically, followed by the chal- 
1 e n g e r s ’ 
names, 
also 
alphabetically. No incumbent 
was running the year Mrs. Aar­ 
on entered the race; therefore, 
her name headed the list. 


The prediction proved true. 
Mrs. Aaron was elected with 
2,127 votes, along with .John M. 
Bagshaw, who got 2,337. Bag- 
shaw's name was third on the 
list. Joseph Albanese, a former 
board 
member whose name 
was second, ran third with 1,- 
971 — but, of course, the name 
Bagshaw was politically potent, 
with Albert M. Bagshaw having 
served as both district attorney 
and city attorney, and T. Fred 
Bagshaw being a former coun­ 
ty supervisor. 


SAN RA FA EL VOTERS tend 
to re-elect incumbents to the 
board of education. And where 
there is a vacancy, the name at 
the top of the list generally 
wins. That was the basis for 
the observer’s prediction re­ 
garding Mrs. Aaron. 
In 1955, incumbent Angelo 
Turrini (listed third) lost out to 
C. Paul Bettini, listed fourth — 
the first name after the incum­ 
bents. In 1957, there was no 
contest. In 1959, the three in­ 
cumbents, whose names topped 
the list, ran one-two-three to 
win re-election. 
in 
1963, incumbent Bettini 
was high vote getter with 4,640, 
followed by the two challengers 
listed immediately below him: 
Carl J. Brown with 3,081 and J. 
Walter Doll with 3,410. The oth­ 
ers finished in the exact order 
of their appearance on the bal­ 
lot: Frank M. Parker, 2,760; 
E d y t h e B. Tait, 2,548; D. 
Gwynn Thomson, 2,523; Paul J. 
Wata, 1,372; L. E. Weisenburg 
Jr., 1,238. 
In 1965, with no incumbent 
running, the first two listed, 
Walter R. Castro Jr. and Lawr- 
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ence I. Kramer Jr., won elec­ 
tion. Kenneth M. Procter and 
L. B. Thomas were losers. In 
1967, John C. Pfeiffer, the lone 
challenger, beat out incumbent 
Anita Strom, whose name was 
immediately above his. Two 
years ago, Paul L. Jones and 
Kramer had no opposition. 


ON TUESDAY of this week, 
incumbent 
Childress 
(whose 
name was at the top) led the 
field with 5,021 v o t e s . Also 
elected were the two whose 
names appeared next: Marilyn 
Bolinger, with 3,906, and FTan- 
cis X. Kelly, with 3,401. Charles 
B. Peek, whose name appeared 
sixth, finished fourth with 3,- 
361; R i c h a r d E. West Jr., 
whose name was last of nine, 
was fifth with 3,037. 


These figures tend to bear 
out what that city hall observer 
held 10 years ago: That enough 
San Rafael voters just take the 
three top names for board of 
education to give those candi­ 
dates a distinct advantage. 


W E ARE NOT suggesting 
that Childress got 5,021 votes 
.just because his name headed 
the list. Such a total constitutes 
impressive endorsement of his 
performance on the board. Nor 
are we suggesting that Mrs. 
Bolinger and Kelly owe their 
election to the fortunes of the 
alphabet. 
But it is hard to keep from 
wondering whether, if Charles 
B. Peek were Charles B. Beek, 
he would have received the 41 
additional votes necessary for 
election; and whether if Ri­ 
chard E. West were Richard E. 
B e s t , he might have come 
mighty close to the winners’ 
circle. 
Electing “ by alphabet” has 
worked out pretty well. It did 
again this time. Both Mrs. Bol­ 
inger and Kelly have evidenced 
perceptive 
concern • 
about 
school problems. 
But perhaps we should consi­ 
der rotating names on the bal­ 
lot, or basing the listing order 
on chance by d r a w i n g the 
names from a hat, or listing in 
order of time of filing to give 
whatever advantage accompa­ 
nies the top of the list to those 
who enter the contest earliest. 
Young and Zylski should not be 
under any automatic alphabeti­ 
cal handicap when running an- 
ainst Adams and Baker. 


Powerful PUC Finds Itself 
In Midst Of Hot Controversy

The five most powerful men in Califor­ 
nia may be the public utilities commis­ 
sioners. Their orders involve billions of 
dollars. The only appeal to their deci­ 
sions is the state Supreme Court. 
The PUC sets rates for electricity, gas, 
water and telephone users. Railroad, bus, 
airline and steamship fares, truck freight 
rates are under their control. Right now 
the PUC is considering rate increase 
requests from privately owned utilities 
totaling more than $400 million a year if 
granted in full. 
The PUC also has the responsibility of 
assuring Californians good, safe service 
from utilities. To maintain this service 
utility shareholders are to receive a rea­ 
sonable return on their investment. Publ­ 
icly owned gas, electric, water, sewer 
and other municipal utilities are not con­ 
trolled by the PUC. 
All five of California’s public utilities 
commissioners are appointees of Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. They serve six-year 
terms. The last Democrat, A V. Gatov of 
Kentfield, left the commission in Fe­ 
bruary and was succeeded by Madera 
stockbroker D. W. Holmes. 
In July, Oakland attorney J. P. Vuka- 
sin, appointed by the governor in 1969, 
was elected chairman of the commission 
by the four other members. 
These are the elements, then, in the 
current controversy —a new chairman, a 
Republican commission composed of two 
attorneys, two businessmen and a retired 
rancher. 
Add to this mix two sudden and unex­ 
pected changes in how the PUC func­ 
tions, proposed by chairman Vulasin 
without prior public explanation. It all 
triggered a heavy barrage of criticism 


centering around charges that the com­ 
mission had turned against the consu­ 
mer. 


The controversial proposals were: 
- Rotating the entire 750-person PUC 
staff to different jobs within six months. 
—Limiting the right of the public to 
cross-examine witnesses and allowing 
only attorneys to represent parties before 
the commission. 


The rotation plan was needed, accord­ 
ing to chairman Vukasin, to develop a 
needed broader base of technical know­ 
ledge within the PUC staff. In fact, rota­ 
tion had been practiced on smaller scale 
for many years in the PUC- But rotating 
all 750 employees in six months drew 
strong protest from the staff and the 
public. 
Restricting representation to attorneys 
and limiting public cross-examination 
would eliminate tedious duplication in 
testimony and speed up hearings, Vuka­ 
sin argued. 
PUC foes called it an attempt to muffle 
consumer groups, stifle public testimony 
and give the utilities an edge in hearing 
procedures. 
Embarrassingly for Vukasin it turned 
out this plan had originated with attor­ 
neys who represent large utilities. 
Following state Senate and Assembly 
committee hearings on Vukasin’s propos­ 
als, the rotation plan was largely aban 
doned. The other proposal is still hanging 
fire. 
Ironically 
the

erupted 
when the commission has before it some 
of the biggest rate increases ever. Pacific 
Telephone is asking $195 million; South­ 
ern California Edison, $128 million.

In case readers wondered why Phil 
Newsom’s column on this page yesterday 
speculated on the death of President 
Francois Duvalier of Haiti while a story 
on page one of the same issue reported 
he had died: 
The editorial page was made up and 
sent to press before the news of “ Papa 
Doc’s” death was received. 


WASHINGTON — There is movement 
in Washington to fix a single six-year 
term for the President so he does not 
have to devote so much time and energy 
to trying to get re-elected. 
The sponsors hold that the responsibili­ 
ties of the President have become so 
exacting and his decisions so difficult 
that nothing — least of all election poli­ 
tics — should lie allowed to draw away 
from his performance. 
Two of the leading advocates of th^ 
single six-year term are men who have 
viewed the presidency close-up from dif­ 
ferent vantage points. 
One is Senate Majority Leader Mike 
Mansfield, D-Mont., who has introduced 
a constitutional amendment to provide 
for a six-year term and plans to bring it 
up for action this year. He views the 
problems of the presidency from a long 
political perspective. 
The ouher is Jack Valenti, who was one 
of L.B.J.’s most intimate and trusted 
aides for three years in the White House 
and who is nowr president of the Motion 
Picture Association. He views the prob­ 
lems of the presidency from an intimate, 
personal perspective. 


THERE IS LITTLE which these two. 
together, do not know about the operation 
of the presidency and its crushing burden 
on the man who occupies it. 
Each believes that a change in the 
term of office is needed. 
“ As one who has worked in the very 
inner eye of the oval o f f i c e and the 
mansion,” says Mr. Valenti, “ I am con­ 
vinced that if the presidency is not mere­ 
ly to survive, but to cope and heal, to 
lead and to challenge — and to succeed 
— it must undergo serious restructure.” 
Why a single six-year term? Here is 
Mr. Valenti’s reasoning: 
“ The case is that within the last few 
years the face of the presidency has

changed and with that change the kind o£ 
presidency that we once knew has fore^ 
cr been altered. 
“ The President’s most precious assets 
become his time and his concentration. 
The long-range interests of the natioft 
resent the intrusion of politics and the 
process of re-election. The difference b&- 
tween success and failure, or between 
disaster and survival, is so fragilly bent, 
so thinly constructed, even an error of 
one millimeter becomes crucial. 
“ Thus, it becomes rational and reason­ 
able to strip the presidency of all fat, to 
take from it that which is not essential to 
make more purposeful that which is. The 
re-election process becomes blubber, the 
national bloat weighing down on the effi­ 
ciency of the presidency.” 
WOULD A SIX-YEAR term decrease 
the length of presidential service? No. It 
might well increase the tenure. From 
George Washington to Lyndon Johnson, 
the average length of time a President 
held office was five years. 
From the end of World War I only two 
Presidents were re-elected — Rooseyelt 
and Eisenhower; six of the eight post- 
World War I Presidents were elected to 
only one term and some served less. 
Some argue that the prospect of re- 
election alone keeps the President from 
being a lame-duck in his first term. 
Valenti’s answer is: 
“ Lameness is not necessarily inherent 
in a last term. It is applicable to the 
strength of the president, and if our 
President is weak, 10 more terms won't 
sustain him, and if he is strong, one six* 
year term, leaned, boned and sturdy, i$ 
all he needs to leave his impress on the 
future.” 
It is well that Senator Mansfield is 
bringing forward his amendment. The 
six-year term deserves to be thoroughly 
debated 


Night's Mood In Capital 
As War Is Winding Down

WASHINGTON — When some his­ 
torian of the future — say 1984 — 
sets out to capture the mood of this 
capital in the spring the war was 
winding down, he can focus on no 
more fitting slice of time than the 
night the veterans camped on the 
M all. 
You remember: It happened at the 
foot of Capitol Hill, while in Saigon 
Vice President Ky was denouncing 
President Thieu for corruption; in 
Williamsburg, Va. Vice President 
Agnew was denouncing President 
Nixon’s exploratory moves toward 
China, and at the other end of the 
Mall, Mr. Nixon himself was ad­ 
dressing the 80th constitutional con­ 
vention of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. 


THE PRESIDENT began the day by 
helicoptering off the south lawn of the 
White House above the Vietnam Veterans 
Against the War, who were falling back 
m good o r d e r from the gates of 
Arlington National Cemetery. 
While he flew to Williamsburg to speak 
to the Republican governors, they made 
a flanking march back across the river, 
past the White House to the Capitol. By 
nightfall, he had returned and put in an 
afternoon of office routine while they 
were conducting small-scale propaganda 
patrols through the House and Senate 
office buildings. 
It was time to bivouac, and in approxi­ 
mately battalion strength the veterans 
gathered on the Mall east of Third Street, 
dispensing with normal security mea­ 
sures since they had the permission of 
the U.S. Court of Appeals — as long as 
they didn’t dig holes, pitch tents or build 
fires. 


Most of them wore the green jackets of 
their old jungle fatigues. Many had 
pinned on their battle ribbons, and a 
scattered few wore complete medals — 
Purple Hearts, Bronze Stars. There was 
a quiet professionalism about the way 
they handled their packs and bedrolls. 
They broke up into state groups, the 
larger clusters of platoon size, some from 
the far plains states making up their own 
little fire teams. 


Except that there were so few' blacks 
among them, they had the look in the 
darkness of a unit just back in a base 
camp after a long, mean operation. The 
hair was much longer than regulations 
allowed, of course, and there were beards 
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and mustaches. But that is not unusual 
when you’re just back from the boonies. 
In their clusters they passed smokes 
around, and one group started thumping 
bongo drums. Beneath the elms, the pla­ 
toons held critiques of the day past and 
the week ahead. Their leaders over and 
over repeated one thing: “ Now look, too 
many people have worked too long to get 
us here for us to blow it now. Just keep 
cooling it.” 


FOURTEEN BLOCKS west, the Presi­ 
dent entered Constitutional Hall with his 
Secret Service escort. The ladies rose to 
applaud him in their pastel gowns, cor­ 
sages, DAR sashes, and many of them 
with medals, too. The flags and seals of 
the 50 states brightened the great halL 
There were even fewer blacks there — 
Washington’s Mayor Walter Washington 
and Mr. Nixon’s military aide. 
The ladies applauded the President’ 
again and again, especially when he said 
the war in Vietnam was “ part of our 
national tradition of standing shoulder-to- 
shoulder with free nations menaced by 
outside aggression. And I say tonight that 
we can be proud of the more than two 
million brave and honorable Americaft 
men who have fought in Vietnam — and 
who by their humane conduct and per­ 
sonal integrity have done credit to this 
nation’s highest principles.” 
Maybe he didn’t know that when that 
hairy, unrepresentative contingent of 
those two million passed Constitutional 
Hall earlier in the day, it had embar­ 
rassed the ladies by chanting, “ One, two, 
three, four, we don’t want your (blank 
blank) war 
At least he didn’t mention: 
it. 


HE TALKED .ABOUT his own “ New 
American Revolution,” and the ladies 
broke in 18 times in 20 minutes to show 
their approval. They especially liked his 
anecdote about the lady from Virginia 
who brought him a knitted 3-by-5 foot 
American flag which she had made her^ 
self. She acknowledged that it had been a 
lot of work, that as a matter of fact, it 
took 78,000 separate stitches. 
“ I am deeply thankful that such a 
spirit of love for this country is still alivd* 
in America today,” the President said* 
“ It was in that lady’s heart, it is in all oi* 
yours, and it is in millions of hearts- 
across this land.” 
* 
It was about that time that the troops' 
down the Mall were hearing a rock ban(£ 
instead of taps as they sprawled beneath? 
their own upside-down American flags'^ 
And in the A Shau Valley, southwest o? 
Hue, U.S. fighter-bombers softened up 
enemy positions ahead of a sweep by 
12.000 allied ground troops.

Promise Made To World War II 
Servicemen Should Be Kept 


I imagine that just about ever­ 
yone who opened his I-J Saturday 
read Jack Craemer’s 
“Editor’s 
Notebook.” It was attention grab­ 
bing, both because of content and 
the typographical makeup. I think 
editorials in general would be more 
often read through with that sort of 
make-up. There is often an eye re- 
one is confront- 
bellion when 
ed with a wide measure solid 
block of type. I don’t think that 
occurred Saturday. If one start­ 
ed reading it at any spot he 
most likely read the piece in its 
entirety. 
I would like to comment on 
the matter of changing the 
name of the “auditorium.” You 
see, my old side-kick on the 
board, Jim Kehoe, and I were 
the ones who introduced the 
idea of building up a veterans’ 
memorial fund and worked to 
make it a reality. 
Jim hadjost a son over in 
Europe and the deep sorrow 
stayed with him until the end. 


I WISH TO SPEAK to the 
proposition of appreciation, and 
of the importance of a public 
body keeping its word — its 
promise. 
To the majority of those who 
are now interested in the use to 
which the building will be put, 
World War II is just about as 
remote as the Civil War be­ 
tween the North and the South 
was to the generation of those 
born in the 1880s —■ my genera­ 
tion. Therefore it is difficult for 
them to realize the terror which 
engulfed this nation in the ’40s. 
We were under attack. Those 
boys in the service then were 
defending their homeland — 
yours and mine. They had res­ 
ponded to the attacks on our 
shipping by carrying the war to 
the European area, 'way across 
the Atlantic. In the Pacific our 
defending fleet was almost 
completely destroyed at Pearl 
Harbor. 
It was important that we here 
in Marin show our boys who 
had become men, that we did 
k n o w what they had accom­ 
plished and that we did care. 
But how? It s e e m e d that to 
create a fund and build it up 
year by year for a veterans’ 
memorial, which they could 
have a . part in determining 
what form it would take was 
the best.

Need Place To Eat

In an isolated community like 
Terra Linda, those who are un­ 
able to leave are often prey to 
merchants in the area. This ex­ 
ploitation of consumers, only 
slightly alleviated by the Marin 
Transit Service, is perhaps best 
personified by the restaurants 
in this area. For instance, 
Lyon’s sells hamburgers for 95 
cents and $1.25 (with salad). 
For students, this price sev­ 
erely restricts the number of 
times they can eat there. (And 
many times their hamburger is 
about the same quality as a 
place like McDonald’s.) There­ 
fore, snacks are purchased at 
grocery stores, and eating be­ 
comes a game where one can 
(1) eat while moving, (2) stay 
around the shopping center and 
have a p i c n i c on the grass. 
(This “picnic” turns into a 
q u i c k chomp and cat and 
mouse game, with the security 


guard as cat.) (3) walk to one of 
the corner parks on Freitas 
P a r k w a y and get exhaust 
blown in your face, (4) sit right 
down on a curb and watch feet 
going by. 
A cheap place like Jack-in- 
the Box or McDonald’s could 
make a fortune in Terra Linda. 
Regardless of their quality or 
dubious health conditions, these 
“restaurants” 
have 
enjoyed 
booming business from a pa­ 
tronage of mostly high school 
students. 
(Younger digestive 
systems can handle it.) 
Granted, Jack-in-the-Box or 
McDonald’s are not the best- 
looking or most perfect solution 
but at least it will match the 
rest of the community.

Cutback In 


Lunches 


Is Averted 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) . - 
Wilson C. Riles, state superin­ 
tendent of public instruction, 
today announced that a threa­ 
tened cutback in the school 
lunch program that would have 
affected 250,000 needy children 
has been averted. 


He credited the development 
to “a shower of telegrams, 
letters and phone calls” from 
the state Department of Educa­ 
tion to federal officials includ­ 
ing President Nixon and close 
cooperation with the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. 


The cut was scheduled for 
May 1, Riles said, but the lunch 
program will now continue at 
full funding for the rest of the 
school year. 


He explained the department 
had already prepared bulletins 
warning school districts of the 
impending cuts but at the last 
minute $5 million in unused 
federal school lunch funds was 
found in other states. 


The money will be used until 
the expected new appropria­ 
tions 
for 
the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. 


Riles said the funding gap 
arose “when California took 
seriously 
White 
House 
and 
congressional mandates to ex­ 
pand the federal school lunch 
program to every needy child.”

Brothers To 
Be Held In 
Tot's Death 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI)-A 
juvenile court judge has or- 
-dered a 7-year-old boy and his 
10-year-old brother held for 
further hearings in the crucifix­ 
ion slaying of a toddler stolen 
from a city park. 
The boys were excluded from 
Thursday’s session “for their 
own safety” after their attor­ 
ney said authorities had re­ 
ceived numerous calls referring 
to them as “monsters.” 
Judge Francis Mayer ruled 
the brothers, among the youn­ 
gest homicide suspects in 
California history, should re­ 
main at Youth Guidance Center 
pending a May 12 court hearing 
into the death of Noah Alba, 20 
months. 
The body of the infant was 
found bludgeoned, battered and 
lashed to a wodden cross in a 
dingy basement Monday after 
the younger of the suspects led 
police 
to 
the 
scene. 
Noah 
disappeared from Alta Vista 
Plaza Park the p r e v i o u s 
Wednesday. 
Mayer could have sent the 
boys to a foster home or 
returned them to their father’s 
care while 
officials try 
to 
decide how to proceed. The 
boys have been at Juvenile Hail 
since Tuesday. 
Assistant 
public 
defender 
Ksteila Dooley asked the judge 
to keep the boys in seclusion 
rather than allowing them to 
attend the hearing. 
“These children are not safe 
any place in San Francisco,” 
she said. “They cannot be 
exposed to the public in any 
way, not even here.” 
Both of the boys’ divorced 
parents attended the hearing. 
Their 
mother 
visited 
them 
afterward. 
The facts of the case will be 
explored at the May 12 hearing.

Construction Ban 
Due Longer Study 
Extra Year Transit Study Àsked 


I-J Special Report 
CONCORD — The threat of a 
ban on all new construction, 
hanging over much of Southern 
Marin for the past two months, 
was continued yesterday until 
late June. 


The San Francisco Bay Re­ 
gional W ater Quality Control 
Board voted to appoint three of 
its eight members as a hearing 
panel to consider the ban, but 
the panel will not r e p o r t its 
recommendations 
until 
the 
board’s 
regular 
meeting 
on 
June 24. 


Hearing panels usually report 
their 
recommendations 
one 
month after their appointment, 
but the board’s staff recom­ 
mended a one month delay be­ 
cause of other m e e t i n g s 
scheduled in May. 
The staff suggested the ban 
on Feb. 25, thus throwing a 
h e a v y pall on new develop­ 
ments by pulling the rug out 
from 
under 
their 
financing. 
Lending institutions are leery of 
financing 
construction 
which 
may not be occupied for lack of 
a sewer connection permit. 
The board’s ban would be 
aimed at the permits to prevent 
any increase in pollution. 
The two dischargers under 
the gun are the Richardson Bay 
Sanitary District and the City 
of Mill V a l l e y , which also 
serves Tamalpais Valley. 
Mill 
Valley City 
Engineer 
Stanley M. Bala told the Inde­ 
pendent-Journal that he wel­ 
comed the m o n t h ’ s delay 
because it will give the city 
time needed for interim im­ 
provements in its sewage treat­ 
ment. 
Such 
improvements 
would be designed to avoid the- 
ban. 
The hearing panel’s member­ 
ship and meeting date will be 
announced. 
Board 
chairman 
Homer H. Hyde of Campbell 
said cease and desist orders 
against 
the two dischargers 
would be heard separately, one 
during an afternoon and the 
other that same evening. 
The board’s staff urged that 
the hearing be held “ as close as 
possible’’ to the board's June 24 
meeting to prevent the dischar­ 
gers from claiming “recent’’ 
improvements 
at 
the 
board 
meeting. 
City of Mill Valley residents 
will vote June 29 on a $450.000 
bond issue to replace defective 
sewer lines and upgrade se­ 
wage treatm ent.

To Marine Life Documented

CONCORD — The traditional 
way of disinfecting sewage can 
pose serious threats to marine 
life, a research b i o l o g i s t 
warned yesterday. 
C h l o r i n e , a highly toxic 
chemical, has been used for 
some 35 years to kill sewage 
bacteria. But rapid growth in 
sewage loads has encouraged 
massive use of the chemical — 
causing most marine life to die 
off near sewage outfall pipes.

Evidence, however, was pre­ 
sented yesterday to the San 
Francisco Bay Regional Water 
Quality Control Board by Dr. 
Isabella A. Abbott, biology pro­ 
fessor and research biologist at 
Stanford University’s Hopkins 
Marine S t a t i o n in Pacific 
Grove, Monterey County. 
Displaying 
data 
gathered 
over the past three years, she 
concluded that chlorine causes 
m a r i n e life “to turn up its 
toes.’’ 
She d e c l i n e d to accept 
suggestions that her findings 
meant that chlorination should 
be replaced with some other 
system. 
Chlorination 
may 
work, she said, if regulated in 
small enough doses. 
She illustrated her data with 
photographs of the rocks adja­ 
cent to the sewage outfall in 
Pacific Grove. They were bar­ 
ren of all l i f e . But 100 feet 
away, the rocks were covered 
with heavy algae growths and 
teeming with marine organ­ 
isms. 
Further 
research 
will 
be 
needed, Dr. Abbott said, to de­ 
termine if the effects of the 
chlorine go beyond the imme­ 
diate outfall area. The chemical 
may be affecting the food chain 
of other marine animals, she 
said. 
She reported that the sewage 
treatm ent 
plant 
at 
Pacific 
Grove had refused to disclose 
how much chlorine it used. 
Beaches in the county were 
c l o s e d last year by public 
health officials, she noted, so 
the plant used massive doses of 
chlorine in a successful effort to 
reopen the beaches by killing 
the bacteria. 
“They just poured it in by the 
ton,” Dr. Abbott said. 
Emanuel Pearl, Santa Clara 
County public health officer, 
told newsmen that chlorine “ is 
the only kind of disinfectant we 
have. The alternative is to sac­ 
rifice all of your water contact 
use on the coastline,’’ he said. 
Donald 
Lollock, 
a 
marine 
biologist for the state Fish and 
Game 
Department, 
objected 
that “ it’s way too early to talk 


about sacrificing the coastline.” 
He conceded that “some limit­ 
ed trade-off” may be the best 
solution available, with some 
harm to marine life permitted 
in order to p r o t e c t public 
health. 
Dr. Abbott described similar 
problems in Carmel, and said 
that county officials had turned 
dheir backs on dangerous pollu­ 
tion at Monastery Beach, a po­ 
pular beach for skindivers and 
SCUBA d i v e r s just south of 
Carmel. 


BART To Fight 
Any Panel Link

BART directors from Alame­ 
da and Contra Costa counties 
voted Thursday to support a 
proposed bill which would keep 
the district out from under the 
commission’s dictates. Direc­ 
tors from San Francisco County 
dissented on grounds that the 
San 
Francisco 
International 
Airport transit line wouldn't be 
guaranteed in the legislation, 
SB 162, introduced in the Senate 
by Sen. John A. Nejedley, R- 
Walnut Creek. 


'Mills For President' 
Wins More Backers 


WASHINGTON (U PI)—Reps. 
Robert N. C. Nix, D-Pa., and 
Walter S. Baring, D-Nev., have 
thrown 
their support behind 
W ays and M eans Com m ittee 
Chairman Wilbur D. Mills for 
the 1972 Democratic presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
Two other House members 
previously endorsed the Arkan­ 
san, who has said he is not a 
candidate but has done little to 
discourage others from promot­ 
ing him. 


The plan was ordered by the 
1969 Legislature, which also 
restricted district use of its net 
revenues pending completion of

District consultants stu­ 
died transit needs through the 
year 2015, but the plan sent to 
the Legislature avoided deci­ 
sions beyond the next decade. 


Mills, in amendments to a bill 
he previously introduced, pro­ 
posed that the district work an­ 
other year on the plan — and 
then come up with details on 
the ultimate system planned, 
its routes, and how it will be 
financed. His legislation thus 
would extend for one year the 
restrictions of the 1969 law, 
which said that the district 
would be free to do w h a t i t 
wanted 120 days after the plan 
was filed this year — unless the 
Legislature acted. 


The 1969 law prohibited a se­ 
cond deck and limited net re­ 
venues as follows: 50 per cent 
for buses, 30 per cent for fer­ 
ries, and 20 per cent for long- 
range transit. 
M i l l s ’ office said that his 


amendments would not inter­ 
fere with the district’s interim 
bus and ferry system. Buses 
are to begin operation by Dec. 
1, and ferries in 1973. 
The senator’s bill would re­ 
quire resubmission of a detailed 
plan by the 90th calendar day 
of the 1972 legislative session. 
Bridge officials, rushing to 
meet this month’s deadline to 
file the plan ordered in 1969, 
complained that they had had 
too little time to work out de­ 
tails of a long-range system. 
Working out details with San 
Francisco officials would take a 
lot more time, they said. 
The 1969 law was authored by 
Assemblyman John F. Foran, 
D-San Francisco, now chair­ 
man of a special subcommittee 
reviewing the plan. He told the 
Independent-Journal yesterday 
that he also expected to seek 
some sort of controls on the 
district 
until 
its longe-range 
plans have been detailed. 
But Foran said the Legisla­ 
ture did not appear to oppose 
the district’s immediate start 
on the interim bus and ferry 
system.

More volunteers and funds 
are needed before the Marin 
Suicide Prevention Center can 
launch its round the clock tele­ 
phone service, the board of di­ 
rectors announced Wednesday 
at the monthly meeting at St.

He said at least 120 and up to 
200 trained volunteers are need­ 
ed to man the telephone service 
24 hours a day, seven days a 
week. Twenty-five have already 
completed the training course 
and 50 are currently undergoing 
training at the College of Mar­ 
in. 
Lack of funds is holding up 
the opening of the telephone 
service in the county health 
building at 920 Grand avenue, 
San Rafael. 
The next meeting of the sui­ 
cide prevention center board of 
directors will be held at 4 p.m., 
May 19, at St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Church, 1123 Court Street, San 
Rafael.

NEW YORK (U P I)-A make- 
shift bomb exploded in the 
downtown Manhattan offices of

injuries.

A second bomb was found one 
floor above in a hasty search 
and defused two seconds before 
it was set to explode. 
Amtorg is the official Soviet 
trade mission in the United 
States and the sole importer 
and exporter of goods between 
the two nations.

Women 
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Tiller In Hand, They Take To Bay

Four 
outstanding 
Marin 
yachtswomen each specialize in 
a different aspect of sailing on 
San Francisco Bay. These sai­ 
lors are the Yacht Racing Asso­ 
ciation skipper of a male crew, 
the first mate for her 1970 sea­ 
son-champion 
husband, 
the 
teacher of sailing for women 
who has sailed on waters ar­ 
ound the world and the veteran 
yachtswoman 
who 
rows for 
physical fitness. 
Skipper Jean Jacobs of Tibu­ 
ron races in hotly-competitive 
Yacht Racing Association re­ 
gattas. Her husband, Bruce, 
and another man crew for her. 
“Bruce encouraged me to 
race and generously offered to 
be my crew’. He prefers cruis­ 
ing, because he competes all 
week in business. It’s I who 
need that competition for re­ 
creation,” says Jean. 
A competent skipper must 
know the rules, have confidence 
in her ability and be in com­ 
plete control of the boat and 
crew, according to Jean. 
“ Your crew must know that 
you feel responsibility for them. 
If you send a man to the fore- 
deck when it’s really blowing to 
reef a mainsail, he has to have 
confidence that you won’t knock 
him off by tacking or suddenly 
altering course,” she says. 
A skipper should insist that 
her crew wear flotation coats, 
life vests or jackets when it 
‘‘pipes up.” In extremely heavy 
-weather they should be hooked 
to a safety line, Jean says. 
Having just sold “her baby,” 
a 22-foot Santana which she 
raced last season, Jean doesn’t 
plan to race their new 38-foot 
Javelin this season because of 
revisions they are making. 
JEAN HAS tremendous res­ 
pect for the bay. If you go out 
w i t h o u t that, she warns, 
“you’re crazy!” She learned to 
swim when she began to sail 
with the “Sea Gals” nine years 
ago, a group of women who 
crewed 
on 
many 
different 
yachts to learn technique from 
their owners. Jean flunked their 


survival test by not being able 
to stay afloat, fully clothed, for 
10 minutes. 
She relates that before she 
took swimming lessons, in her 
early sailing days, she and a 
friend were sailing a 14-foot 
sailboat when they were caught 
in a sudden gust which caused 
their boat to “turn turtle.” The 
women clung to their craft for 
10 minutes in the icy water 
“with my feet pulled up, think­ 
ing of sharks,” says Jean, be­ 
fore the Coast Guard helicopter 
hovered overhead and a power 
boat which arrived at the same 
moment hauled them aboard. 
“When my friend was taken 
aboard she was so exhausted 
she couldn’t speak,” says Jean. 
Jean loves the excitement of 
racing: sailboats tacking be­ 
hind the starting line and ap­ 
praising 
the 
competition. 
Rounding the marks, there is 
often a pile-up. The skipper’s 
job is to know the rules, recog­ 
nizing advantages and infringe­ 
ments. 
She would ask her husband to 
yeli at an erring skipper for 
right-of-way: 
“starboard” or 
“room at the m ark!” The worst 
thing a woman can do on a race 
course, she remarks, is to yell 
or swear. 
Viewing racing as “therapy 
for mother,” Jean also has stu­ 
died marine biology and cur­ 
rently is taking c o u r s e s at 
College of Marin in oceanogra­ 
phy, field ecology and geology. 
ANOTHER COMPETITOR in 
YRA is M i r i a m Doody of 
Strawberry, who has crewed 
for her husband, James for sev­ 
eral seasons and helped him 
win the 1970 season champion­ 
ship in the Cal 24 division. Mir­ 
iam says a chronic problem in 
YRA racing is that it’s a terri­ 
ble strain on a s k i p p e r ’ s 
nerves. 
“I know a lot of women who 
would not go aboard their hus­ 
band’s boat during a race. You 
can hear the skippers scream­ 
ing at their crews on the bay. 
“Jim is gruff and obnoxious, 
too. during a race. If you are 


going to take it to heart, you’re 
dead,” the expert crew says. 
Instead. Miriam uses diplo­ 
macy to keep her crewmates 
happy. The Cal 24 needs five or 
six for weight to race, she ex­ 
plains. 
“I try to get a new guy aside 
first and tell him not to let what 
the skipper says worry him. 
When the race is over, Jim is 
very nice to us and takes us all 
out to dinner. And I am compe­ 
titive, too. If Jim looks away, I 
say, ‘ ‘ W a t c h what you’re 
doing!” says his wife. 
When their favorite sport, 
skiing became “too crowded” 
eight years ago, the Doodys 
bought a 14-foot sailboat and 
some books on sailing. With 
their older girl, Micca, they 
took turns being skipper. 
“ If the s k i p p e r gave the 
wrong order, we would all three 
tip o v e r ! 
When they first 
bought their Cal 24, the three 
Doodys raced it. 
“We changed sails and flew 
the spinnaker from the fore­ 
deck on a boat that really needs 
five or six to race,” she recalls. 
Miriam feels sailing is a fine 
way to keep a family together 
and a teen-ager mentally and 
physically 
occupied. 
Micca 
crewed on a Flying Junior and 
would come home so tired and 
so salty she could hardly get a 
shower, says her mother. 
Miriam relates ,that while she 
was pregnant with Robin she 
went sailing in her Flying Ju­ 
nior and was caught in “a big 
wind” and upended. Fishermen 
came to r i g h t the boat, but 
Miriam wanted to stay in the 
water so they couldn’t know she 
was expecting. 
“Even the day Robin was 
born, I was out sailing,” she 
says, a d d i n g that she finds 
quiet to read or sleep in little 
bays where they drop anchor. 
Her love for the waterfront 
has lead Miriam into a seven- 
month effort to organize the 
citizens of Strawberry against 
the building of apartments on 
the marshlands of Strawberry 
Cove because she was “worried 


about destroying what we have, 
just to make room for new peo­ 
ple.” 


“Developers may say,” says 
Miriam who works with a six- 
man committee, “that we need 
more people to help pay taxes, 
but this is unreal because more 
money will be required for ser­ 
vices for newcomers.” 


m m m 
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THE THIRD OUTSTANDING 
yachtswoman is a sympathetic 
teacher for women who want to 
sail but lack the confidence, 
Peg Foster. She has sailed in 
Europe, the South Pacific and 
the East Coast. Her husband 
Walt, a graduate of King’s 
Point Maritime Academy in 
New York, teaches friends na­ 
vigation at their Corte Madera 
home. 
“I chose Tuesday mornings 
at Paradise Harbor Yacht Club 
in Tiburon for the women’s sail­ 
ing 
program 
because 
there 
won’t be any men or kids ar­ 
ound who can sail better than 
we can.” says Peg. Most of her 
pupils are beginners, but some 
are very good sailors, like Mrs. 
Roderic Phibbs of Mill Valley, 
whose husband and four sons 
are ardent sailors. They come 
because they want somebody to 
sail with or because they feel 
ineffectual on their own big 
boats. 
“When the w e a t h e r gets 
heavy on the big boats, their 
husbands throw them the tiller 
and they become frightened,” 
explains Peg. 
One of Peg.'« previously-timid 
pupils astonished her husband, 
after taking last year’s wom­ 
en’s program when in the midst 
of a heavy blow, she suggested 
and helped execute the difficult 
controlled jibe. 
“Her husband was ecstatic!” 
rejoiced Peg. 
Peg puts her pupils in "little 
bathtubs” (El Toros) and lets 
t h e m feel what the wind is 
doing to them. Actually, these 
dingys are tougher to sail than 
big boats which are “very for­ 
giving,” 
according 
to 
Peg. 
Without keels, the El Toros just 
flop over and float if the pupil 
makes a bad mistake. 


"YOU CAN get a person over 
her fear by making her feel 
independent,” says the teacher 
Seated behind* a ‘beginner, Peg 
takes the tiller while gently in­ 
structing her crew on "han­ 
dling the main” as they tack a 
zig-zag course along a row of 
moored boats in the protected 
h a r b o r 
Next they switch 
places; Peg shows her pupil 
how to handle the tiller Even 
hitting the pier doesn’t upset 
the teacher who calmly allows, 
“That's what the rubber pad­ 
ding is put on the bow for.” 
Back and forth they ply along 
the row of moored boats until 
her pupil gains enough confid­ 
ence to ask to go out on the 
bay. 
Feeling that wives should not 
be left ashore or just used as 
ballast on a boat, Peg says that 
Paradise Harbor Yacht Club 
emphasises low-key family sail­ 
ing, where wives and children 
can crew in the club’s stag- 
gered-start races. 
“We don’t have long races 
and if the weather is bad, we 
call the race off. During the 
race we even call out to each 
other what the rules are,” says 
the teacher. 
English-born Peg crewed for 
her three brothers on Lake Ge­ 
neva when her family lived in 
Switzerland. 
But 
she 
really 
learned 
sailing at 
Martha’s 
Vineyard in Massachusetts. 


While doing plantation nurs­ 
ing in the Phillipines, she also 
sailed. Later she lived in Ha­ 
waii for 10 years, working as 
executive secretary of Pan Pa­ 
cific Surgical Association, and [ 
learning to race. 


But she observes that more 
women sail on San Francisco 
Bay than anyplace else she has 
sailed in the world; here, where 
sailing is so sloppy: with heavy 
weather and fog. 


Peg is also a volunteer nurse 
at Hunter’s Point school, San 
Francisco. 


ANOTHER 
LIFE-LONG 
yachtswoman trades her sail 
for an oar in the interest of 
physical fitness. 


SKIPPER JEAN Jacobs of Tibu­ 
ron stands in the hatch of the 22- 
foot Santana at San Francisco 
Yacht Club which she raced last 
season in Yacht Racing Associa 
tion regattas, checking time oí 
maximum flood in her tide book 


to calculate tidal advantages on 
the race course Winding her stop 
w a t c h Jean says, “ The worst 
thing that could happen would be 
for the stop watch to stop during 
the countdown for the start.” 


"I enjoy rowing and you get 
somewhere,” says Dotty Noyes 
of Tiburon. “There are a lot of 
dories beached along the water 
f r o n t on Mar East, but few 
women who row.” 
With 
her surgeon-husband, 
Chet, the mother of four grown 
children often t o w s a four-oar 
dory 
from their Waterspout 
Point home in Tiburon across 
Raccoon Strait to Angel Island, 
around and home again, a five- 
and-a-half 
mile 
round 
trip 
which takes about two-and-a- 
half-hours, depending on tides. 
Other favorite rowing destina­ 
tions 
are 
Strawberry 
Cove, 
Paradise Cove and Belvedere 
Island. 
They sometimes row at 0 
a.m., according to Dotty, before 


her husband goes lo the hospi­ 
tal to operate. Sometimes Dr 
Noyes returns home in the af 
ternoon in time for a row to 
Ayala Cove. 
"We’ve always had boats, but 
( het doesn’t like motors, so we 
row,” says Dotty, adding that 
her husband was on the Univ­ 
ersity of California crew. 
The couple have built a home 
over Raccoon Straits with a 
nautical atmosphere created by 
their close-up view of Angel Is­ 
land, the swish of the waves 
beneath the piers of the house, 
porthole windows, a ship’s lad­ 
der staircase and a large buoy- 
marker 
as 
a 
free-standing 
fireplace. On their deck is a 
ship’s bell to greet friends who 
sail past. 


D o t t y Ford Noyes comes 
from a s a i l i n g family, and 
crewed on big l>oats while in 
high school and college 
She 
says, 
"When racing a big boat, as a 
woman you’d just stay out of 
the way. It wasn’t until after I 
was married and owned small­ 
er boats that I really learned to 
sail.” 


In 1954, when Chet was plan­ 
ning to crew for the Honolulu 
Trans-Pae Race on a friend’s 
boat, he encouraged Dotty to. 
skipper their 28-foot boat with­ 
out him for the first time, say­ 
ing, 
“There is no point in leaving 
our boat in the harbor.”

From Jail To Church To Theater

“ Forty lashes or 40 years of hard labor 
couldn’t have had a more profound effect on 
me than the expression on my m other’s face 
when she came to the jail to get me. I knew I 
could never do that to her again. Even if 
nobody else cared, I knew she did,” said 
Philip Thomas, a handsome young man who 
became increasingly so the longer you talked 
to him and allowed his ideas to displace the 
initial impression that some of us oldsters 
would readily associate with his 
long wavy hair, his swashbuckl­ 
ing sideburns and the golden 
earring he wore in the lobe of 
his left ear. 
I didn’t ask the significance 
of the earring — having learned 
that to the young such a ques­ 
tion is about as tasteless as 
asking another person’s salary. 
And, indeed, it neither subtract­ 
ed from nor added to the di­ 
mensions of Philip Thomas. 
YOUNG PHILIP is currently 
playing the role of Gabe in the 
San Francisco production of the 
play “ No Place to Be Some­ 
body.” 
How does a young terrorist, a 
thug — who admittedly ran 
with a youth mob (the Black 
Mafia), who sold “ protection” 
to white kids and used theft as 
a daily exercise — find himself 
where Philip is today? 
The change in direction was 
initiated while Philip was in 
jail For the first time, he real­ 


ized what it meant to be physi­ 
cally free. His m o t h e r ’ s 
reaction to the situation “ blew 
his mind” and he felt the need 
for mental solace. He turned to 
religion. 
day’s tight world of the theatre, 
professional theatrical training 
would be a must, but Philip 
“ received his most functional 
t h e a t r i c a l training in the 
church.” 
WHILE A youth minister, he 
preached regularly and sang 
and played the piano at church 
functions. 
Upon graduation from high 
school, he won a scholarship to 
study the ministry at Oakwood 
College in Huntsville, Ala. Dur­ 
ing this time there was some 
conflict in his desire to develop 
his talents as a perform er and 
continue serving the Christian 
church. 
Seeing the Los Angeles prod­ 
uction of “ H air” was another 


“ mind blower.” Out of 1,800 
applicants who auditioned for 
the San Francisco opening of 
the play, he was one of the 28 
hopefuls who received a part. 


And how, indeed, could he 
reconcile the seemingly obvious 
conflict between religion and 
“H air’’? 


Says Philip, “ For me, ‘H air’ 
was a religious experience.

For Beth-Anne, a cerebral 
palsy victim, swimming is a 
pleasure and also therapy. Mrs.

and with no noticeable motor 
impairment — and her family 
attributes it to swimming.

PARK ON PENOLOGY 


Students Get The Prison Side

San Rafael High School stu­ 
dents who earlier had heard 
San Quentin Prison bitterly cri­ 
ticized, 
yesterday 
heard 
the 
prisonkeeper’s side of the pic­ 
ture 
from 
Associate Warden 
Jam es W. L. Park. 


Park spc!": for two hours to 
students 
from 
Ada 
Fitzsim ­ 
mons’s classes in government. 


His young audience, which 
had heard a parolee lash out at 
brutality in the prison, and a 
woman 
attorney 
decry 
the 
whole penal s y s t e m , asked 
hardly a question about the al­ 
leged brutality. Instead, many 
of the questions bored in on 
Park’s conscience — how he 
could carry out a death sent­ 
ence, or imprison men. 


“ Personally, I’m against the 
death sentence,” Park said. Of­ 
ficially, he said he would carry 
out the law “because it’s the 
will of the community. Ten mil­ 
lion people pull that le v e r . . . 


“If you’re dealing with hu­ 
man beings in a professional 
way, you can’t let your person­ 
al feelings interfere,” he added. 
“There’s some point, sure, that 
I could no longer work in the 
(prison) program — for instance 


if we started running a Nazi- 
type torture cham ber.” 
“Don’t you care enough about 
the people and the system to go 
out and start a crusade?” a 
student asked. 
“That’s why I’m here,” Park 
replied. “ But professionally I 
have to be neutral . . . I came 
in (to the penal system) as a 
psychologist because I’d rather 
work with people than sell ca­ 
meras. I feel it’s helpful to the 
community.” 
Park stressed that in man’s 
million-year history, crime has 
always been action that “threa­ 
tened the community” and that 
until about 200 years ago, the 
punishment 
for 
crime 
was 
death or expulsion from socie­ 
ty. Only recently has the idea of 
“rehabilitation 
. . . 
now 
it’s 
called 
reintegration 
into 
the 
community” sprung up, Park 
said. 
Laws and how violators are 
punished are “the will of the 
community,” 
Park 
declared. 
Noting students’ concern about 
the death sentence, heavier pri­ 
son terms for narcotics offenses 
than for murder, and other fa­ 
cets of penology, Park said, 
“ You’re 
an 
elite 
minority. 
There’s a vast, blue collar m a­ 
jority of Middle America that 


thinks everything’s just fine” 
with the justice and penal sys­ 
tem the way it is. 
“The 
community 
decides 
u-hat is a crime. More recently, 
we decided income tax evasion 
was a threat to our community. 
Offenses interfere with others’ 
rights in some w ay.” 
Park told the students, “pri- 
sonkeepers don’t have any say 
w'ho is sent to t h e m . Crime 
starts in the community and the 
solution is there, not in the pri­ 
son.” 
Less than 10 per cent of fe­ 
lons sentenced in California last 
year actually went to prison, 
the official said. The balance 
w'ere placed on probation, sent 
to mental hospitals or put in 
other rehabilitation programs, 
he said. “ But if you had the 
perfect cure” to keep an offen­ 
der from repeating a crime “it 
wouldn’t 
affect 
the 
overall 
crime rate” until the communi­ 
ty 
elim inates 
the 
cause 
of 
crime. Park argued. 
With more felons on proba­ 
tion, the “quality of the prison­ 
er is going down,” Park noted, 
because only the most trouble- 
som is imprisoned. 
He questioned laws that send 
male exhibitionists and narcot­ 
ics offenders to prison. Exhibi- 


Bruce Lauded For 'Competence, 
Courage7 By Marin Civic Panel 


Marin Council for Civic Af­ 
fairs paid tribute last night to

Bruce, wdio quit under fire this 
week with a blast at the county 
supervisors. 
Bruce, a county administra­ 
tor for 10 years, will leave on 
July 1. 
B r u c e was a guest at the 
Council’s annual election and 
dinner at Dominic’s Restaurant 
in San Rafael, where Margaret 
B. Azevedo praised the veteran 
county administrator for serv­ 
ing “ with rare competence and 
magnificent courage.” 
Supervisor Michael Wornum, 
one of three supervisors who 
attended the dinner last night, 
expressed regret that “political 
necessity” had forced the su­ 
pervisors to press for Bruce’s 
resignation. “I wish you the 
best that we can,” said Worn­ 
um. “The job you did for the 
county can never be fully re­ 


paid. I feel like an executioner 
apologizing to the victim .” Su­ 
pervisors Peter R. Arrigoni Jr. 
and Arnold M. Baptiste also 
attended. 
Bruce stood 
up 
briefly to 
thank both Mrs. Azevedo and 
Wornum. “This was thoroughly 
unexpected,” 
said 
Bruce. 
“I 
wouldn’t have come if I had 
expected this. I thank you all 
for celebrating my liberation.” 
Walter E. Zurcher, master of 
ceremonies, 
introduced 
the 
main speaker for the evening, 
State Sen. Peter H. Behr. The 
Senator described himself as a 
“90-day wonder” in Sacramen­ 
to and gave a brief summary of 
some of the more than 4,000 
bills that have been introduced 
already this year.

people . . . says ‘get them out of 
here’,” Park explained. 


As for reiorm of treatment 
for the criminal, “you’ve got to 
talk about the whole thing from 
the first foster home for a 5- 
year-old, 
through 
probation, 
psychiatric services, the courts 
and so on . . . Convicts have a 
set 
of 
attitudes resistant 
to 
c h a n g e . I can’t say to you, 
‘your 
life 
s t y l e ’ s got 
to 
change’,” Park explained. 
Prisons 
“inherit, 
do 
not 
create the young, white red­ 
neck southerner and the young, 
angry 
black m ilitant,” 
Park 
said. The racial mixture in pri­ 


sons is not really out of propor­ 
tion to urban ghetto population 
percentages, he suggested, and 
“90 per cent” of San Quentin’s 
inmates “have been down the 
road” to trouble before getting 
to the big prison. 


He described guard screen­ 
ing, then said he felt the prison 
benefitted 
from 
having 
“all 
kinds of guards — do-gooders, 
ex-military . . . we need them. 
You never know what’s going to 
change a convict’s mind. We 
get a little break if a guy re­ 
lates to just one guard. There’s 
a lot more rapping in the prison 
than you might believe.” 
Park’s talk concluded a se­ 
ries of appearances that includ­ 
ed attorney Salle S. Soladay, 
self-styled anarchist Warren K. 
Billings and parolee Tommy 
Lee Walker.

Gunston 
objected 
to

d augh ter’s living on cam pus 
because he said the colleg e 
does not keep close enough 
track of her whereabouts. 
As a result, he said she is in 
danger 
of 
living 
“an 
idle, 
dissolute and immoral life.” All 
of this, he said, interferes with 
his father-daughter relationship. 
In a superior court suit filed 
by attorney Fred I)uda, Gun­ 
ston asked for return of $900 he 
has paid for board and room, 
$25,000 
b ecause 
of 
m ental 
distress and $25,000 in punitive 
dam ages. 
The court set April 28 for a 
hearing, 'llie college made no 
comment. 


The crowd listened intently as 
Harris said he chose to go to 
prison rather than to permit the 
government to control his life. 
“ It’s obvious w'e must show 
that we intend to reject govern­ 
ment control over our lives,” he 
said. 
He said peace action groups 
must expand and join together 
for a massive movement, but 
said he rejected the buying of 
arms as a means of fighting the 
government. “The struggle is 
worth it, the stakes are big and 
as long as we have a chance, 
let’s shoot big,” Harris said. 
“ It’s all the way down the 
line as far as I’m concerned,” 
he said. “I bought a through 
ticket. I’ll go alone, but it’s 
better with friends.” 
Harris, husband of folk sin 
ger-pacifist Joan Baez, was re­ 
leased from prison March 15. 
Pale and thin, he chain-smoked 
throughout 
his 90-minute ap­ 
pearance. 
A lone heckler in the crowd 
accused 
Harris of being 
“a 
phony martyr on a publicity 
k i c k . ’ ’ The 
heckler said, 
“ You’re a phony through and 
through going to jail 
rather 
than throwing a bomb through 
the draft board building.” 
Harris said he totally reject­ 
ed bombing, saying it has no 
political value. A draft board 
doesn't succeed on account of 
buildings, he said, but because 
people surrender to it. Harris 
said the government reports it 
must call two men to get one 
Army inductee, but said he l>e- 
lieved the figures may be more 
than four or five men to get one 
man to serve. 
Some students asked about 
government 
repression 
and 
what he would do when violent 
tactics are used against demon 
strators. “Duck,” he answered 
simply. “ It just doesn’t make 
sense to shoot back ” 


He said that other than going 
to jail, young men can resist 
the draft by seeking conscien­ 
tious 
objector 
status 
or 
by 


going to Canada. “I did what 
was real to me and never had 
second thoughts.” he said. 
“The government is not in a 
good 
position,” 
Harris 
said. 
“They’ve got too many (draft) 
violators 
— 
the 
courts 
are 
clogged — and ther.e’s no place 
to put everybody anyway,” he 
said, referring to crowded pri­ 
son facilities. 
“The feds are not in a good 
position to bust a lot of people,” 
he said. “We’ve got to keep 
them in a bind.” Harris said be 
believed that antiwar feeling is 
growing 
in 
all 
segments of 
American society. “ People are 
tired of seeing their sons come 
home in plastic bags.” 
Of 
his 
prison 
experiences, 
Harris said, “ 1 saw guards do a 
lot of bad things to a lot of bad 
people.” He spoke disrespect­ 
fully of most prison personnel, 
but said he had managed to 
talk four guards into quitting. 
Harris said that during hun­ 
ger 
strikes, 
a 
sympathetic 
guard smuggled food to them at 
night. 
“ I don’t want to see a prison 
left standing,” he said, classing 
98 per cent of the inmates as 
political prisoners. “ Most of the 
dudes in prisons aren’t in for 
anything 
the 
government 
doesn’t do 150 times a day,” he 
said, listing murder and theft 
as government crimes. 
He said the o t h e r two per 
cent could be considered psy­ 
chotic and too dangerous to be 
set free and should be housed 
for safe keeping in Bel Aire 
mansions. 
“ Dudes in the joints are vic­ 
tims just like we are of organ­ 
ized social vengeance.” he said.

Pesticides Way Down The List 
Of Occupational Health Hazards 


Nature creates more hazards than does 
man. In 1967, the California State Department 
of Public Health received 31.084 reports of 
occupational injuries and illnesses. Poi- 
oak dermatitis headed the list (3,724 reports). 
Most of the victims were employed in agricul­ 
ture, construction, surveying, engineering, 
and in street, highway, and park mainte­ 
nance. Less than one-quarter of the cases 
resulted in lost time from work. Acids were 
responsible for only half of all chemical burns 
and for a fifth of the eye condi­ 
tions. The majority of chemical 
bums came from manufactur­ 
ing industries. Solvents were 
the third most common cause 
of occupational 
injuries. 
As 
with acids, they produce consi­ 
derable dermatitis, eye condi­ 
tions and bums. 
CAUSTICS ALSO induced ill­ 
nesses, but to a lesser degree. 
Skin disorders were reported 
from workers in industries us­ 
ing plastics, such as epoxy re­ 
sins, polystyrenes, and other 
plastics or resin systems. Al­ 
most 40 per cent of the casesin- 
volved women. 
Fiber glass caused health 
problems in almost 50 indus­ 
tries. The majority of the 530 
reports came from the rubber 
and miscellaneous plastic prod­ 
ucts industries. Interestingly, 
the first hazard on the list was 
poison oak. one of nature’s 
chemicals. But the next four 
occupational problems centered 
about man-made products. 
THIS BRINGS us to the sixth 
most common hazard — pri­ 
mary infections, also a natural 
caifce. Most infections were re­ 
ported in teachers or laboratory 
workers. Brucellosis was an oc- 


cupational hazard among pack­ 
inghouse employes; certain soil 
fungal infections were seen in 
construction workers and gov­ 
ernment personnel. 
Heat as a hazard usually in­ 
volved outdoor workers and 
chlorine-caused illnesses were 
reported in 442 swimming pool 
servicemen, truck drivers, and 
warehousemen. 
WE HEAR so much about the 
dangers of herbicides, fertiliz­ 
ers and organic phosphate pes­ 
ticides, yet these poisons were 
15th, 18th, and 22nd on the list, 
respectively. Actually, physical 
exertion 
(157 
reports), 
and 
shrubs, plants, and trees (144) 
were less of an occupational 
health hazard than fertilizers

passengers who feel they are 
getting short changed by the 
airlines. 
Yohe’s office is the second 
consumer-oriented step taken 
by CAB Chairman Secor D. 
Browne. Last year a Consumer 
Advisory 
Committee 
to

board was set up, 
Browne 
named Reuben B. Robertson, 
an associate of Ralph Nader, to 
head the group.

But authors Robert L. Wall 
and Walter T. Plant added that 
other experim ents are being 
conducted in the country and 
are producing similar results. 
About 75 per cent of the 
women tested in 
1971 were 
below average on test stan­ 
dards for self control, intellec­ 
tual efficiency and a sense of 
responsibility. In 1958, 50 per 
cent were below the norms. 
However, for 1971 men, the 
researchers found that about 75 
per cent bettered 
the 
1958 
average for “achievement via 
independence.” 
Students, chosen at random, 
were tested by the Standard 
California Psychological Inven­ 
tory.

systematic reporting by 
the 
airlines of baggage complaints. 
’Hie airlines concede that lost 
baggage is the major complaint 
of passengers, 
unless it 
is 
overbooking of flights. 
Yohe says his direct-action 
method is the best way to 
handle consumer complaints. 
“A phone call from me got 
Eastern to send a $1.50 check 
to the man with the complaint 
about 
the 
soft 
drinks, 
and 
another phone call settled a 
$20,000 claim by a shipper 
against an airline,” he says. 
He did not say what the 
airlines were doing if anything, 
about the lady’s suggestion for 
seat belts in the toilets.

Marin Reservoirs 
Get Some Trout 


By AL GiDCMNGS 


Trout plants during this week were scheduled 
for Bon Tempe, Lagunitas, and Phoenix reser­ 
voirs, and also Rodeo Lagoon. These reservoirs 
are now open and have a five-fish trout limit per 
day on them. 
On May 1, the streams of 
Marin County, except for De­ 
vil’s Gulch Creek in T a y l o r 
park, plus the streams general­ 
ly throughout the state will be 
opened. Most of the lakes and 
reservoirs throughout the state 
are now open as far as the law 
is concerned, but because of 
snow, high altitudes, muddy 
and unusable roads, the actual 
availability of reaching and 
fishing these lakes is just begin­ 
ning to arrive. 
The road into D a v i s Lake 
near Portola, for instance, is 
just opening for travel, but new 
snows could bring this to a slid 
ing halt! Other lakes now being 
fished with good results are Ea­ 
gle Lake, Frenchmen’s Reser­ 
voir, 
Shasta 
Lake, 
Siskiyou 
Lake,Trinity Lake, and AJma- 
nor. I usually make it to Web­ 
ber Lake about May 1. Before 
that, the roads are too sloshy 
for most vehicle traffic, and 
much of the lake is still solidly 
covered with ice. 
I have been t r y i n g to put 
together a tnp to Lake Tahoe; 
it is just about the time for the 
big mackinaws to start hitting. 
They say you have to fish 200 
feet deep with monel line and 
troll minnows native to the 
lake. If it is done properly, 
limits are supposed to be a 
cinch. Most of the fishing in the 
above listed lakes is by the bail 
method. 
The last time I fished Davis 
Lake, 
everyone 
used 
either 
spinning or casting gear from 
shore with salmon eggs, and 
took easy limits. Boats are le­ 
gal and in most of these lakes. 
Trolling lures of all types or. 
using flies can also pay off. 
Fishing with bait in clear wa­ 
ter requires the use of very 
light leaders, usually two-pound 
test or less. In French Lake a 
few years ago, the only fish 
taken were by those anglers 
using one-half pound test tip­ 
pets! (A tippet is a 4 4 - i n c h 
length of leader material usual­ 
ly 
specially ordered.) Small 
hooks (I like No. 10s, gold, with 
-the turned in eye) well-covered 
by the bait can also be most 
important. 
Even in the Marin lakes, it is 
surprising how much more effi­ 
ciently light leaders and small 
hooks catch fish. I received a 
letter from Rudy Gabbani of 
Fairfax who wants to push for 
legislation to make it possible 
to buy salmon eggs with food 
stamps! He goes on to say that 
a jar of salmon eggs now costs 
a l m o s t more than a fifth of 
good bourbon, and when they 
do, he “might just give up fish­ 
ing!” 
Striped bass fishing should be 
picking up with the smaller 


bass starting to come down 
from the D e l t a . These fish 
should be in the flats and in the 
areas of the Brothers Islands 
and 
the 
Richmond 
Bridge, 
where trolling jigs and spoons 
can really pay off. 
Salmon fishing will probably 
continue to be good except for 


the spring northwest winds so 
prevailing at this time of the 
year. 
Abalone and clam tides start­ 
ing April 25 (Sunday) at 6:24 
a.m. tide-book time continue 
through the week with lows of - 
1.5 tides on Monday and Tues­ 
day. Mussels are still edible 
too. There is now a 25-pound 
limit on mussels in the shell. 
And fishing or pokepoling for 
eels and roekfish is reaching 
the peak season. 
Rockfishing from the rockfish 
party boats out of Sausalito can 
be a very rewarding experi­ 
ence. You will see fish caught 
and lots of t h e m . It’s worth 
going! 


A report on the licensed fur 
trappers of California has been 
recently released. In the 1969-70 
season, 664 trapping licenses 
were sold. Revenue received by 
trappers from the sale of furs 
in the 1969-70 season amounted 
to $75,835. Muskrats were first 
on the list both in number of 
pelts taken and revenue re­ 
ceived. Some 51,525 muskrats 
represent 90 per cent of the 
total fur catch of the season’s 
57,252 animals Average price 
for a muskrat pelt was 97 cents. 
Other furbearers taken include 
38 badgers, 1,301 beavers, 588 
bobcats, 799 coyotes, 363 foxes, 
708 mink, 178 opossum, 1,174 
raccoons, 467 striped skunks, 
and 111 spotted skunks. Bobcat 
pelts were worth $10.58 as the 
highest priced pelt with beaver 
pelts bringing $8.71 per pelt. 
There were no licensed trap­ 
pers in Marin or Sonoma coun­ 
ties. San Diego county with 177, 
Modoc county with 72, and Las­ 
sen county with 52, reported the 
most bobcats taken. Riverside 
County with 154, and Shasta 
County with 114, reported the 
most 
coyotes.

Market Closes Strong 
After A Sloppy Start 


NEW 
YORK 
(UPI)—The 
stock market closed strong Fri­ 
day afte r a sloppy start. Tur­ 
nover was heavy. 
The early setback was attri­ 
buted to profit taking and di­ 
sappointment stemming from 
an increase in the prime bank 
interest rate. But analysts not­ 
ed that optimism over the econ-- 
omy, which has carried the 
market higher since late last 
year, continued to be an over­ 
powering influence. 
First National City Bank of 
New York late Thursday re­ 
ported that business profits re­ 
covered in the first quarter of 
1971, and racked up their first 
year-to-year gain since the mid­ 


dle of 1969. 
Citibank said after-tax profits 
from 685 leading corporations 
rose by 4 per cent in the initial 
1971 period, compared with the 
similar period a year ago. 
Of the 1,665 issues crossing 
the tape, 795 advanced, while 
566 declined. A turnover of ar­ 
ound 20,000,000 shares com­ 
pared with 19,270,000 shares 
traded Thursday. 
Electronics were among the 
day’s brightest performers. 
Closing prices included AT&T 
49 1-8 off 1-2, Bethlehem Steel 
23 1-2 unchanged, DuPont 145 
up 13-4, General Electric 1231-4 
up 2 7-8. 


Although homebuilding activ­ 
ity

increased, 
Boise Cascade Corp., now hea­ 
vily engaged in home construc­ 
tion, has announced a decline of 
9 per cent in net sales during 
the first quarter. 
The improvement in home 
building activity was said to 
have b e g u n too late in the 
quarter to help the $372 million 
sales for the first three months. 
Net earnings for the first quart­ 
er were also down to four cents 
per share from the near record 
of 59 cents per share a year 
ago. There was some improve­ 
ment, however, from the fourth 
quarter deficit of 16 cents per 
share in 1970, by trimming loss­ 
es in the company’s recreation 
communities business.
